Women Can Fill 


80 Pct. of Jobs 


In War Plants Now Done by Men 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. Jan, 22 
(AP).—A report by the Industrial 
Hygiene Foundation declared to- 
day that a study disclosed women 


can do about 80 per cent of the 
war-plant jobs performed by men 
and expressed the belief that wom- 
en have made themselves a per- 
manent place in industry. - .: 


onight. 
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The study was made by Dr. C. 
O. Sappington of Chicago, indus- 
trial health specialist, who visited 
54 war plants in 10 Eastern, South- 
east and Midwest states. The 
plants employ about half a mil- 
lion persons, 131,000 of them wom- 
en. Among other findings, the 40- 
page report disclosed that: 

Married women with young chil- 
dren “apparently offered the great- 
est and most difficult problem an@ 


the one most frequently encoun-- 


tered in this survey.” 

Chief loss of time is caused by 
the women’s inability to do two 
jobs, the one at home and the 
other in the factory. 

Although sick absences are high- 
er for women, their accident rates 


are, generally speaking, lower than 
that for men. 

More older women are being em- 
ployed but by far the greatest 
number working are between 20 
and 29 years old. 

There is a trend toward the in- 
crease of nonindustrial sickness 
and industrial accidents for both 
men and women. 

The occurrence of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, especially showing a 
high rate in younger women, 
should give added incentive to pre- 
vention, 

Of the working-mother problem, 
Dr. Sappington said: “The prob- 
lem was common to most plants 
visited and appeared the chief 
cause of fatigue in women work- 
ers because of lack of proper rest 
and recreation. The common solu- 
tion is not now evident but in 
certain areas the building of day 
nurseries has apparently eal the 
best move.” ,

Easier 


Than Salerno. 

Firm establishment of the beach- 
heads below Rome was apparently 
far easier than at Salerno last 
September.

At the first peep of dawn Allied 
planes began continuous cover 
over the new beachheads and the 
Tyrrhenian Sea route for rein- 
forcements and supplies. 

From the German acknowledg- 
ments it was apparent that the 
Allies had sidestepped the easily 
defended Pontine Marshes and 
driven onto the solid beaches far- 
ther north. Only a few scattered 
hillg bar the route to Rome, in 
contrast with mile after mile of 
saber-toothed mountains on the 
fronts of the Fifth and Eighth 
armies to the south. 

Allies Astonished. 

Officers at Allied headquarters 
were pleasingly astonished that 
the amphibious operation “achieved 
a complete tactical eee: over 
the enemy. 

Preparations for the landings 
have been under way for weeks. 
Italian harbors have been crowded 
with landing craft. That a big 
sea operation was in prospect was 
common talk for at least two 
weeks among the Italians. Even 
the French in Africa heard about 
it several days ago. 

If one stray German reconnais- 
sance plane had come over the 
harbors it could not have helped 
discover the “secret.” 

Seemingly everyone knew about 
it except the Germans. 

A speciai communique late to- 
day said American R, Adm, Frank 
J. Lowry of New York was com- 
mander of the entire naval phase 
of the operation, with R. Adm. 
Thomas Troubridge of the British 
navy directing OBritish naval 
forces under him. 

Aerial Preparations. 

For more than a’ week Allied 
bombers and fighters of every de- 
scription have been concentrating 
on German airdromes and com- 
munications in preparation for 
the landing, and late today an air 
force spokesman said  photo- 
graphs showed “all fighter bases 
of any consequence in the Rome 
area are inoperative except for 
one three miles from Rome at 
Guidonia.” 

The spokesman said railway 
blocks in the Rome area were 
“for the most part still effective” 
and that all railways in the Flor- 
erice area had been severed ex- 
cept for one. Thus, he said, “it is 
impossible for the German air 
force to undertake sustained ac- 
tivity.” 

For good measure, Allied bomb- 
ers attacked air fields in the Mar- 
seille area, where the Germans 
are known to have based planes 
that use their radio-controlled 
glider bombs, The objective of 
the air forces was to isolate the 
battle front both from reinforce- 
ments and supplies and from 
German air power.

AN VANCED AIRBASE IN 
ITALY, Jan. 22 (AP).—From the 
air the Allied troops who started 
the landing behind the German 
line on the western coast of Italy 
appeared to be still moving stead- 
ily forward late this afternoon 
and as yet meeting no major en- 
emy opposition. 

I flew over the beachhead 
shortly before 4 o’clock, riding the 
plexiglass nose of a Boston bomber 
on a mission to crumble the build- 
ings of the town of Frosinone into 
the streets to block the road to 
Rome so that German supplies 
and reinforcements from the Cas- 
sino front couldn’t reach the area.

The skies still were dominated 
by our planes; the only question- 
able aircraft we encountered were 
four unidentified planes which 
were believed to be ME-109s. They 
did not attack us. -

us with only scattered ineffective 
ack-ack as we passed over, indi- 
cating that the Germans were 
either dispersing their antiaircraft 
fire or retreating.

Rommel Reported Given Post 


In Europe Defense by Hitler

LONDON, Jan. 22 (AP).—Adolf 
Hither was reported by the Daily 
Express today to have appointed 
his twice-beaten former “desert 
fox,” Marshal Erwin Rommel, as 
Inspector-General for defense of 
Europe. 

Although this would make Rom- 
mel theoretically Germany’s su- 
preme anti-invasion chief, actually 
an Inspector-General in the Ger- 
man Army seldom gives orders to 
a field commander, and it is be- 
lieved Field Marshal Karl von 
Rundstedt will remain in active 
charge of defending Hitler's At- 
lantic wall. 

The Express quoted neutral re- 
ports saying Von Rundstedt, who 
more than once has shown open 
scorn for Nazism and has been 
quoted as referring to Hitler as 
“an inflated Lance Corporal,” has 
been moved to Southeastern Eu- 
rope where he will be in charge 
of the areas at the rear of Field 
Marshal Fritz von Mannstein re- 
treating from Russia. 

According to the best informa- 
tion available in London, this is 
likely to prove a temporary shift. 
It is believed Von Rundstedt has 
been assigned to a special task to 
prepare the ground for Von n- 
stein’s retiring forces and en 
will return to his post as anti- 
invasion field commander in the 
West, 

Rommel’s appointment as In- 
spector-General was interpreted 
here as a new move by Hitler to 


tighten the sNazi hold on the Ger- 
man Army against a possible re- 

volt by Generals of the high com- 
mand, 

In his role as Inspector-General, 
Rommel would be able to keep an 
eye on Von Rundstedt, who out- 
ranks him both in age and senior- 
ity of service, and officiate rather 
as Hitler’s right hand man than 
as commander in the field.

Convoy Repels U-Boats in 4 Days, 
Battles Attack by Glider Bombs 


Only Two Ships Damaged—One Submarine 
Sunk, Several Others Hit Near 
Bay of Biscay. 


LONDON, Jan. 22 (AP).—Ger- 
man planes using new radio-con- 
trolled glider bombs and a great 
swarm of U-boats attacked an im- 
portant Atlantic convoy in the Bay 
of Biscay recently, but were decis- 
ively defeated with damage to only 
two of the convoy’s ships, an Ad- 
miralty-Air Ministry communique 
disclosed tonight. 

The battle lasted four days and 
three nights. At least one sub- 
marine was sunk, two probably 
were sunk, and several others 
were damaged, and a number of 
big enemy bombers were shot 
down, 

To protect the convoy, the first 
attacked by long-range German 
bombers in more than a year, 
British and Canadian warships 
were rushed to the scene from all 
directions and United States and 
British planes were flown into the 
area from GibraJ)tar, the newly ob- 
tained bases on the Azores and 
from England itself. 

The action took place “some 
weeks ago,” the communique said, 
starting as the convoy was pro- 
ceeding northward about midway 
between the Azores and the coast 
of Portugal. 

A U-boat was illuminated on the 
surface shortly before dawn and 
throughout that day and the fol- 
lowing night the convoy’s' escorts 
fought a desperate battle with ene- 
my submarines, dropping patterns 
of depth charges. Oil patches ap- 
peared on the surface several 
times. Once a U-boat’s periscope 
broke water within 400 vards of a 
frigate. 

During the second night of the 


attack one submarine was forced 
to the surface and sunk with 
shells. Seventeen survivors were 
picked up. 

During this time hostile planes 
had been observed shadowing the 
convoy from cloud cover and out 
of range of ships’ guns. Allied 
planes chased them away and 
damaged one Junkers. 

For about 15 hours on the sec- 
ond day the attacks relented,when 
the convoy entered the range of 
British-based bombers, but on the 
third night it was estimated about 
10 U-boats were clustering near in 
an effort to waylay the convoy 
anew and the battle continued 
again until daylight, probably de- 
stroying another U-boat. 

Finally the U-boats were warded 
off without having caused any 
damage, but the enemy then 
changed tactics and made repeat- 
ed air attacks with bombers based 
in France, 

Fifteen Nazi planes, attacking 
600 miles from the Ile d’Ouessant 
off the westernmost tip of France, 
converged on the convoy and 
pressed home determined attacks 
for 2% hours, damaging two ships. 

Enemy planes returned again 
the following day, but caused no 
further damage and all the ships 
reached port. 

Both glider bombs and ordinary 
bombs were used during the aerial 
attacks. 

One British flying officer said 
the glider bomb “looked just like 
a small monoplane.” It did “the 
most unusual acrobatics,” he add- 
ed, “went all over the place and 
it seemed the.Germans were try- 
ing to guide it into a vessel.

SMI PREDICTS NAZI 
AIR FORCE KNOCKOUT 


General Says, With Weather 
Favorable, It Will Come 
‘ by Summer, 


By GLADWIN HILL 

LONDON, Jan. 22 (AP)-—Lt. 
Gen, Carl A. Spaatz said today 
that, weather permitting, the Ger- 
man air force is likely to be 
knocked out during the summer 
and he disclosed that American 
bombing operations now are limit- 
ed only by weather with no limita- 
tion due to a shortage of planes, 
crews or facilities. 

The newly-named commander of 
the United States strategic (long 
range) air forces for the two- 
way heavy bombardment cam- 
paign against Germany revealed 
that the United States Army Air 
Forces now is large enough so 
that it can and does bomb every 
day flying conditions permit. 

In his first press conference 
since assuming his new command 
Gen. Spaatz also revealed that 
shuttle bombing between Britain 
and recently captured bases in 
Italy might play an important 
part in the campaign. 

Destruction of the German air 
force often has been cited by Al- 
lied air leaders as a prime ob- 
jective preliminary to the critical 
destruction of German war re- 
sources and to the Allied invasion 
from the west. 

“Given the same sort of weather 
we°had in the Mediterranean, [ 
do not think the .German air 
force would last very long,” Gen. 
Spaatz said. 

“Do you anticipate in the sum- 
mer, presuming we have reason- 
able weather, that the, German air 
force likely will be knocked out?* 
he was asked. 

“That is what we expect to do,” 
he replied. “The German air force 
can. be pretty well knocked out, 
given reasonable weather.” 

In connection with his disclosure 
that only weather now limited the 
missions of the American air force, 
it was learned reliably that there 
now are nearly two crews for 
every bomber here.

‘Not One Cent of Graft 
or Slush’ in Deal Chal- 
lenged at Boehm Hear-

URBANA, Ill, Jan. 22.—Henry 
I. Green, Urbana arid Champaign 
lawyer, who, as attorney for sub- 
sidiaries of the North American 
Co., had charge of getting the 
franchise and the right-of-way for 
the Illinois Terminal System's 
elaborate St. Louis terminal in 
1928, asserted to a Post-Dispatch 
reported today that North Amer- 
ican'’s investigation of a reported 
$400,000 “political payoff” in that 
matter had simmered down to 
mere discrepancy of names in th 
records of a $5000 salary. 

Robert Sealy of Miami Beach, 
Fia., former treasurer of North 
American, who made the investigar 
tion, testifying in the Egan-Union 
Electric conspiracy trial in St. 
Louis in 1942, declared that he had 
found between $300,000 and $400,- 
000 had been raised in St. Louis 
in connection with the terminal 
development. He indicated that 
this was derived from “consider- 
able profit on the land,” and that 
a St. Louisan, representing a 
former officer of an intermediate 
utility corporation, North Ameri- 
can Light & Power, had handled 
the fund. Sealy asserted the St. 
Louisan had said he turned money 
over to “Henry I. Green, a Cham- 
paign lawyer,” who was in St. 
Louis; that he asked Green the 
“reason of these large profits” and 
“he told me it was for political 
purposes.” 

Sealy, in his testimony, said he 
thought the “political fund” repre- 
sented profits on building material 
supplies and land in the develop- 
ment. He said the St. Louis in- 
vestigation began after it was 
found that a $500,000 loan, re 
ported to have been made to a 
Chicago banking firm, did not 
appear in an audit. 

Falsehood, Green Says. 

When Green's attention was 
called to Sealy's testimony, he de- 
nounced it as “damned falsehood.” 
He denied that the St. Louis 
agent had turned any money over 
to him or had told Sealy he had 
done so. Green said he knew 
nothing of the Chicago loan. 

Attention has been called to the 
rumored payoff by the current 
deposition hearing in St. Louis in 
Frank J. Boehm’s $3,500,000 dam- 
age suit against North American, 
Union Electric and others, in 
which Boehm’'s counsel are seek- 
ing, among other things, to de- 
termine if any bribe money was 
passed in getting the 50-year fran- 
chise for the terminal approved 
by the St. Louis Board of Alder- 
men under mysterious circum- 
stances of great haste and pres- 
gure. 

Green, in his office here, went 
into the terminal development in 
considerable detail, categorically 
denying that there was any graft, 
bribe or slush fund, 

“Sealy didn’t make any investi- 
gation of this terminal] develop- 
ment,” Green declared. “The only 
thing he was interested in was 
something which had nothing to 
do with this railroad system. 
Boehm had told Sealy there was a 
$500,000 slush fund. Apparently 
he figured there should have been 
that much, on the amount of 
money we were spending. Sealy 
had come here to examine com- 
pany records. The only thing he 
could find wrong was a question 
over a $5000 salary, involving a 
mixup of names between the com- 
pany records and the Federal re- 
port on salaries. 

$5,000,000 Project. 

“Louis E. Fisher, who had been 
president of Illinois Terminal Sys- 
tem, conceived the idea of the 
new St. Louis terminal. Even as 
originally conceived, the plan was 
terrifically expensive for such a 
terminal, about five million dol- 
jars. I don’t think the board 
would have agreed to spend more 
than that, but Fischer and Wil- 
liam McClellan, the construction 
consulting engineer (now board 
chairman of Union Electric) kept 
adding more plans—an office 
building, purchase of the north- 
east corner of Twelfth and Wash- 
ington, and improvements’ to 
make possible erection of the 
Globe-Democrat and Star-Times 
buildings. 

“No one ever came to me and 
asked for any graft or campaign 
contributions. If they had come 
to anyone, it would have been me; 
I was in charge. There was not 
One cent of graft or slush fund 
in bringing the Illinois Terminal 
System into St. Louis. If there 
had been, I would have known it; 
mo one else higher up could have 
hidden it from me. There was 
mever a cent of kickback from 
purchase of property, obtaining of 
pptions or purchases of materials. 

there had been, I would have 
nown of it. I never got a dime of 
any money that came from kick- 
backs or went for political or 
graft purposes. I wouldn't have 
ubmitted to political graft or 
hakedown.”

to the President’s Cabi- 
net if Democrats Win 
the Election—His Ca- 
reer Outlined.

HEN black-haired, square- 

jawed Bob Hannegan took 

over yesterday as chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, some visitors to Washing- 
ton headquarters may have won- 
dered how Hollywood came to 
overlook him. , 

Had he taken a screen test 
instead of the bar exams, Joel 
McCrea and Gary Cooper might 
have had competition for some 
of their best roles, and the 
Twenty-first Ward precinct or- 
ganization might have had to 
get along with a less dynamic 
leadership. 

As it was, the boys around 
Vandeventer and St. Louis ave- 
nues, in his ward, and _ the 
friends whom he made at City 
Hall, gave him a lively short 
term and a later, longer and 
less disturbed term in the St. 
Louis city chairmanship. There 
he learned to add and balance 
the items of urban voting 
strength in somewhat the way 
that he will have to figure the 
electoral trends of New “York, 
Indiana and California next 
summer when, three years after 
conducting a losing municipal 
campaign, he will direct his 
party in a crucial contest for 
the presidency of the United 


States. 

Hannegan, now in Washing- 
ton a iittle more than three 
months as Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, until his resigna- 
tion yesterday, is 40 years old, 
stands 6 feet 1 inch, and weighs 
205 pounds. Lawyers who know 
the extent of his practice say he 
took not only the $6500-a-year job 
of Collector for the Eastern Mis- 
souril District, but also the $10,000 
Commissioner's job, at a financial 
sacrifice, and might have de- 
cided, after making good in the 
Washington post, to resign and 
return to St. Louis. — 

On Path to Cabinet. 


Now, however, as National 
Committee chairman, he is on 
the path that leads, in the event 
of party victory this year, . to 
the President’s Cabinet, as Post- 
master General, an office which 
has been combined with the 
committee chairmanship under 
Presidents both Democratic and 
Republican. 

Washington reports that Han- 
negan, since his appointment as 
commissioner, has been working 
like a beaver. He has bachelor 
quarters at the swank Shoreham 
Hotel, his family having remained 
in St. Louls. He gets to work 
early, usually grabs a quick lunch 
in the Internal Revenue building 
cafeteria, eating with the em- 
ployes, and stays at the office 
sometimes until 8 or 9 o’clock at 
night. 

Weekends he has made train 
or air trips to hold pep meetings 
of regional collectors. Weekly 
luncheons with department heads 
are held in the building. Hanne- 
gan reads all papers and docu- 
ments requiring his signature and 
has taught his immediate sub- 
ordinates to do the same. This 
was* after he found an order 
signed by seven sub-executives 
and was unable to get an outline 
of it from some of them. 


Doesn’t Drink or Smoke. 


The social swirl does not inter- 
est him, and though he finds him- 
self in some convivial groups, he 
has not abandoned the no-liquor, 
no-tobacco rule which he adopted 
in St. Louls several years ago. 
While others lament the scarcity 
of their favorite beverages, he 
takes gingerale, 

Golf is his recreation; he plays 
frequently with Secretary of the 
Navy Frank Knox, who cites an 
age handicap of 29 years as a suf- 
ficient reason why Hannegan 
beats him, In St. Louis, at Glen 
Echo Country Club, Hannegan 
was in a Democratic foursome, 
other members of which were 
Thomas L. Farrington, insurance 
man and former Police Commis- 
sioner; Earl H, Painter, telephone 
company counsel; and Anthony 
A.- Buford, attorney and brewery 
lobbyist. Hannegan's score was 
in the low eighties. Here, too, he 
played handball at Missouri Ath- 
letic Club. 


Politicians say Hannegan tends 
to regard political matters in a 
professional and impersonal light, 
just as he would look at a law 
case; that he seldom permits 
himself to be drawn into heated 
political arguments, and will grin 
and walk away when others be- 
come unduly excited. 

Role as Collector, 

Not a very patient person nat- 
urally, he showed, while in charge 
of the collector’s office here, a 
willingness to listen to callers 
whose business errands could 
have been handled by one of his 
assistants, and when the caller 
was turned over to a subordinate, 
this was done in a most consid- 
erate manner. 

Up to a year and a half ago, 
when he took the St. Louis collec- 
torship, Hannegan knew about as 
much of its problems of account- 
ing as any lawyer might learn 
from handling estates in Probate 
Court. He found the office book-

men, past middle age, who were 
doing capably and were not com- 
Pplaining although they had re- 
ceived no adequate pay increase 
in a period when the work of the 
office had multiplied. 

Looking up the matter of their 
salaries, Hannegan found that the 
pay scale for the St. Louis office, 
handling the Eastern District of 
Missouri, was below the scale for 
the less populous Western District 
office, at Kansas City, and below 
other midwestern offices. 

He had told the office force, on 
their first meeting, that he was an 
old football player and coach, and‘ 
that he wanted team work. Now 
he set about to get the subsistence 
that was coming to his team, He 
got handsome pay rises for the 
two elderly men and kept them 
at their former work, with in- 
creased authority, For others, as 
their competency was shown, he 
obtained increases and promotions. 
He made an able clerk a depart- 
ment head. 


Procedure Simplified. 


By the time income-tax returns 
were due, at the beginning of 
1943, he streamlined the procedure 
considerably. A supplementary of- 
fice at 715 Market street, and new 
counter arrangements at the Fed- 
eral Building office, did all that 
could be done to save time and an- 
noyance for inquirers, there being 
a special effort to see that every- 
one got into the right line or 
group at first and would not have 


“Give the taxpayer a break—but 
no special favors,” was the motto 
which he announced to his chief 
aids, and which, as far as they 
could see, he followed faithfully. 
Past political association did not 
count, except that he had less 
time for those who suggested such 
a consideration than for other 
callers. 

New rules of courtesy were 
made for the office force, extend- 
ing to the form for answering tele- 
phone calls. Instead of “Hello, this 
is the collector's office,” a concise 
and polite formula was preacribed. 
Always careful of his personal ap- 
pearance, 
have to make a rule as to this; 
the personnel saw the point, and 
slouchy costumes ceased to be 
seen behind the counters. 

Job at Washington. 

About the time he was ready to 
plan new methods for handling the 
1944 taxpayers’ rush, Hannegan 
was called to Washington. The 
administration had @gecided that 
the important national office of 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
about to become vacant, should be 
filled from the ranks of the dis- 
trict collectors; the next step was 
to list the outstanding collectors 
and make a selection from among 
them, Four names were consid- 
ered, and Hannegan, backed by 
Missouri's two Senators, was se- 
lected. 

In the brief time since his ap- 
pointmént and confirmation in the 
first week of October, Hannegan 
extended throughout thé country 
his rules for courtesy in forms of 
correspondence with taxpayers and 
took up a pressing problem out- 
side income tax matters—a drive 
on the black market in liquor. 

Then, before the new commis- 
sioner had a chance to make any- 
thing which could be called an of- 
ficial record, came the vacant com- 
mittee chairmanship, in succession 
to Postmaster General Frank 
Walker, 


Hannegan, whose full given 
name is Robert Emmet, is the son 
of the late Police Capt. John P. 
Hannegan, who was for three 
years Chief of Detectives, World 
War I came in his school days, 
and in 1917 he went to a Marine 


to go back and start over again. |. 


recruiting office and tried to per- 
suade a sergeant that he was 18 
years old, Questioned closely, he 
admitted that he was “a little 
young for my age”; further ques- 
tioning showed his age to be 14. 


At St. Louis University in the 
early '20s, he played football, was 
a lifeguard at a city swimming 
pool, and went for a time into pro- 
fessional baseball as a minor 
league outfielder. He was an 
honor graduate in the Law School 
class of = One of his vacation 
jobs, in e line of his father’s 
calling, Was as a railroad detec- 
tive. 


He was in ward politics soon 
after his admission to the bar. In 
1933, at the beginning of Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann’s first ad- 
ministration, he was appointed by 
Gov. Guy B. Park to the Demo- 
cratic City Committee, to fill a 
vacancy as Twenty-first Ward 
member. 

Elected chairman of the com- 
mittee in August, 1934, he soon 
was in the thick of a fight for 
the Mayor against his opponents 
in the committee and in the 
Board of Aldermen. He represent- 
ed the city administration at the 
1935 legislative session, as city 
lobbyist, receiving $3000 and ex- 
penses. One of his duties, on the 
Mayor's order, was to oppose the 
Hess horse-dog racetrack betting 
bill, which the Senate defeated 
after it had passed the House, ' 


In June, 1935, the anti-Dick- 
mann faction turned Hannegan 
out of the chairmanship § and 
elected John P. English, Recorder 
of Deeds, in his place. Mayor 
Dickmann, who had met opposi- 
tion in the Board of Aldermen 
chiefly by vetoes, went all-out for 
Hannegan with city patronage, 
firing adherents of Jimmy Miller 
and other anti-Hannegan men 
right and left. Turmoil at City 
Hall reached its height when, on 
Sept. 11, 1935, factional fighters 
shot up Chairman English’s of- 
fice and the adjacent City Hall 
lawn, wounding four persons and 
piercing English’s coat with a bul- 
e

Restored as Chairman. 

The patronage purge was ef- 
fective, and in the August, 1936, 
primary, which served as the 
quadrennial election of committee 
members, Hannegan was re-elected 
from the Twenty-first Ward, 
English was defeated in the 
Twenty-fourth, and the Mayor re- 
gained control. Hannegan was re- 
elected chairman, 


The 1936 primary was held in 
the midst of an investigation of 
city-wide registration frauds, in- 
stituted by the Post-Dispatch and 
resulting in the later removal of 
the entire Election Board by Gov. 
Park “for the bettermen of the 
public service.” The Mayor and 
Hannegan, it was learned, sought 
to dissuade the Governor from 
this action on the ground of party 
welfare,

inquiry that 12 persons were reg- 
istered from the two-family flat 
where Hannegan lived, 4143-4143A 
San Francisco avenue. Nine of 
these were reported by canvassers 
“not found,” the three others be- 
ing Hannegan, his wife and his 
brother. Hannegan filed an affi-' 
davit with the Election Board, 
vouching for five of the nine as) 
being properly registered from. 
the building. The four others were 


also from a St. Louis County ad- 
dress, and two persons living in 
the city but not registered else- 
where, One of the persons for 
whom Hannegan vouched was 
also a nonresident of the house, 
who had his voting address there. 
This practice has since been ruled 
out by the Election Board and the 
courts, 

After his re-election to the 
chairmanship, Hannegan  con- 
ducted Dickmann’s successful sec- 
ond-term campaign in 1937. In 
the ‘38 primary, when ‘Circuit 
Clerk H. Sam Priest was re- 
nominated over the Mayor’s op- 
position, attacks on the “Dick- 
mann-Hannegan machine” were 
heard. Thig term became more 
familiar in the November, 1940, 
election, and in the April mayor- 
alty election of 1941. 

Fight for Governorship. 

Between November and April 
came the memorable attempt of 
the Democratic majority in the 
Legislature to overturn the result/ 
of the state’s vote for Governor, 
the Republicans having elected 
Forrest C. Donnell by a small 
lead. Lawrence McDaniel, Demo- 
cratic candidate, had the right to 
file a legal contest, but some of 
the party leaders decided that the 
Legislature should block the seat- 
ing of Donnell and should then 
“investigate” the election. This 
plan, worked out chiefly by the 
then state chairman, C. Marion 
Hulen, followed a preliminary dis- 
cussion at a meeting in St. Louis, 
called by Hannegan, at which the 
Mayor was present. At Jefferson 
City, Republican State Chairman 
Charles Ferguson charged that 
Hannegan was “riding herd” on 
the St. Louis Democratic legisla- 
tors to keep them in line for the 
program, A Supreme Court de-. 
cision wrecked the conspiracy. 


Just how far Hannegan, and the 
Mayor, approved the Hulen. 
scheme has been in some doubt 
ever since. McDaniel hag said re- 
cently that neither he, Hannegan 
nor the Mayor thought well of the 
plan, but that out-state leaders 
pressured them into withholding. 
objections. Some Democrats did | 
object, and the attitude of the 
Mayor and chairman, in contrast, 
caused them to be castigated by 
Republican campaign speakers 
and contributed to the defeat of 
Dickmann for a third term and 
the election of the late Judge 
William Dee Becker, 


Hannegan resigned from the 
city committee chairmanship after 
the election but remained as a 
member until his Federal posi- 
tion made resignation mandatory.

The 5000 Boy Scouts who have 
been canvassing homes since the 
drive started last Tuesday re- 
ported yesterday that thus. far 
they have obtained a total of $1,- 
479,255 in bond pledges. The 
group has a pledge quota of $5,- 


,000. 
For the first time campaign 
leaders expressed disappointment 


in the response of residents of the 


metropolitan area. 

“T’'d hate to have a regiment of 
our soldiers. march by campaign 
headquarters right now,” said 
Rufus R. Clabaugh, campaign 
committee chairman. “They would 
pass right by that big thermome- 
ter showing how much we have 
raised toward our quota. And 
they wouldn’t be very proud of 
us, because the red line in that 
thermometer is. away down to- 
ward the bottom. 

“We all know that the people of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County 
are not cold toward this war bond 
drive. We know that our people 
are behind our fighting forces, 
and that we are eager to support 
them. But if we are going to be 
proud of the record shown on the 
campaign thermometer, we must 
all dig deeper into our cash re- 
serves. We must turn our idle 
money into bonds.” 

Clabaugh said he _ expected 
broader interest in the drive to 
develop next week with the begin- 
ning of competition among em- 
ployes in the community’s indus- 
trial plants. The several] thousand 
plants in the city and county, he 
said, have been divided into three 
classes, according to the number 
of persons employed in each. Tro- 
phies will be awarded to employe 


groups in each classification that 


most successfully meet their as- 
signed bond purchase quotas. 

Clabaugh said comparative stand- 
ings would be announced daliy 
during the campaign which ends 
Feb. 15. The trophies now are on 
display in a window at _ the 
Scruggs - Vandervoort- Barney de- 
partment store.

CURB COLLECTION 
OF WASTEPAPER 
SCHEDULED TODAY 


Trucks to Gather All Set 
Out Before 9 A. M.— 
School Pupils to Follow 
Up Tomorrow. 


A minimum of 1500 tons of 
waste paper is expected to be col- 
lected in an all-day curbstone 
pickup campaign in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County today, Irwin A. 
Olian, chairman of the Waste 
Paper Salvage Committee, said 
yesterday. 

Householders in the area were 
asked to place discarded paper at 
the curb before 9 a. m. and to 
wrap newspapers, magazines and 
miscellaneous waste paper in 
bundles not thicker than 12 inches. 

Olian said about 14,000 Junior 
Service War Block Workers of 
the Office of Civilian Defense 
would tour the community to re- 
mind householders of the collec- 
tion. Papers placed on the curbs 
too late for pickup by the trucks 
will be gathered tomorrow by 
school children. 

Olian said a large proportion of 
the waste, which is needed badly 
for war purposes, would be sent 
to the Alton (Ill.) Box Board Co, 
for conversion into paper board, 
and then returned to St. Louis box 
manufacturers for use in making 
ammunition and other cartons, 

The Alton plant, Olian added, 
has a capacity of about 400 tons 
a day and is one of the largest 
such mills in the country. 

About 300 trucks have been 
made available by private firms, 
and each will be manned by a 
driver and four school boys. The 
trucks will maintain contact dur- 
ing the day with a dispatching 
headquarters in the Civil Courts 
Building.

His mistakes have been those of 
omission and inaction and it will 
be difficult for his opponents to

The mass of voters know noth- 
ing particularly against the Gov- 
ernor, and the fact that he has 
had an administration of insignifi- 
cant accomplishment may not 
work to his disadvantage in the 
campaign. 

The Governor is devout in his 
religion and attentive to his fra- 
ternal duties, He is a Methodist 
and a Mason.

Former State 
Senator A. L. McCawley, a shrewd

Politicians’ Estimate. 


At this early stage of the cam- 
paign, well-informed politicians 
are disposed to figure the situa- 
tion this way: 

That Stephens will have the 
support of the St. Louis city Re- 
publican organization, carrying 


the city by a substantial plurality; |, 


but with Donnell running .second 
with a good vote. | 
' That Shaw will carry St. Louis 
County by a substantial plurality, 
but with Donnell running second. 
That neither Stephens nor Shaw 
will be especially strong in the 
state outside of St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, where they believe 
the contest will be between Rend- 
len and Donnell. They expect 
Rendlen to get the larger part of 
the organization support which 
refuses to follow National Com- 
mitteeman Barak T. Mattingly to 
Stephens, Shaw will not be with- 
out some of the outstate organiza- 
tion, but the lines are not yet 
sufficiently closely drawn to de- 
termine just what the lineups will 
be. 


About 37 per cent of the Repub- 
lican primary vote is cast in St. 
Louis and st. Louis County. In 
1940 it was 82,264 in St. Louis, 65,- 
880 in St. Louis County, and 204.- 
689 in the remainder of the State. 

If the St, Louls vote should be 
mainly split between Stephens and 
Donnell and the St. Louis County 
vote between Shaw and Donnell, 
the Governor would go out into 
the brushy country, where his prin- 
cipal strength lies, with a sizeable 
vote to start with, 


With Mattingly’s backing, 
Stephens will be able to make some 
headway with the party organi- 
zation out in the state, Mattingly 
having a following which is not 
to be underestimated. However, 
there is a strong anti-Mattingly 
feeling among some organization 
stalwarts, and they are disposed 
to line up with Shaw. 

Rendlen Campaigning Actively. 

This could easily result in both 
Stephens and Shaw being killed 
off, and the contest left between 
Rendien and Donnell. Rendlen 
has been making an active cam- 
paign for several months, although 
so far it has been confined to 
getting acquainted and cementing 
relations with organization lead- 
ers. He is a strong campaigner, 
as is Donnell, and they will have 
an interesting time in rural Mis- 
souri. 

If Donnell should be able to win 
the nomination and election to the 
Senate, he would be the first Gov- 
ernor in the 124 years of the 
State’s history to go directly from 
the office of Governor to that of 
United States Senator by vote of 
the people. In fact, only one Gov- 
ernor has been chosen Senator 
while in office, Trusten Polk, who 
was elected Governor in 1856 and 
the next year elected Senator by 
the Legislature. 

Only one Governor has been 
Senator subsequent to his term as 
Governor, William J. Stone, who 
was elected by the Legislature 
after he had been out of office 
six years. B. Gratz Brown served 
as Governor after being a Sen- 
time Several Governors in recent 
times have sought the Senatorship 
at the close of their terms as Gov- 
Gov, Lloyd C. Stark was

Senator Truman in 1940, and Gov.

halt on construction of seven steel 
plants, ordered built when steel 
supplies were critically low. 
WPB advised holding up dis- 
tribution of Federal funds slated 
for $97,000,000 worth of steel pro- 


duction facilities, some of which

rector, said the steel scheduled | 
for production in the seven plants | 
is not needed for the war effort. 


The Republic Corporation elec- | 
tric furnace plant at South Chi-' 
cago, Ill, with a scheduled ca-' 
pacity of 900,000 tons of steel an- 
nually, is the largest of the seven 
projects. The plant is 98 per cent 
complete and has cost $88,484,860. 

A second steel project at South 
Chicago, one at Massillon, O., two 
at Canton, O., and one at ‘Kast | 
Hartford, Conn., all Republic Steel 
operations, and the Andrews Steel 
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Company plant expansion project | 
at Wilder, Ky., are the other pro}- |

Andre Kostelanetz, the popular 
radio conductor, took over the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra last 
night in the absence of Viadimir 


Golschmann and, with the assist- 
ance of Raya Garbousova, the 
Russian cellist, presented with dis- 
tigetion a not too distinguished 
program. An audience that tested 
the capacity of Kiel Auditorium 
heard the concert and paid en- 
thusiastic tribute to both the 
assisting artist and the guest con- 
ductor. 

On the radio Mr. Kostelanetz 
gives a performance that is pre- 
eminent for its suaveness, but last 
night he made it quite evident 
that he was a musician of wide 
range, excellent judgment and 
fine sensibilities. The Cesar 
Franck Symphony, which was the 
heaviest number to engage his at- 
tention, was read with unflagging 
expressiveness. It achieved elo- 
quence in its climactic passages 
without making the intermediate 
moments of preparation seem 
nothing more than filling. The 
steadiness of. his control was. re- 
flected in the wide dynamic 
range he was able to command 
without throwing the ensemble 
out of badance at the top. The 
number of intermediate grada- 
tions all contributed to a per- 
formance that modeled in detail 
as well as in broad strokes. 

The orchestra also gave a vivid 
performance of Stravinsky's “Fire- 
Bird” though there were times 
|) when it needed greater richness 
iifrom the strings and more bril- 
| liance from the woods. This lack, 
| however, must be charged up to 
|} the size of the orchestra, 

Mme. Garbousova played the 
| Saint-Saens cello concerto, a 
composition whose emptiness 
places a sevére strain on the 
listener’s power of concentration. 
As a demonstration of the art of 
the cello, the performance was 
z::@-none the less of the very best 
om quality. 

The beauty of Her flowing can- 
tilena was matched by the musical 
judgment shown in her phrasing 
and in her modeling. Her perform- 
ance, too, had breadth and nuance. 
The audience tried for an encore 
but after returning to the stage 
six or seven times, Mme. Garbou- 
sova still very sensibly declined. 

The performance, which will be 
repeated this afternoon, at 3:30 
o'clock, began with the Overture 
to “Colas Breugnon” by ‘the con- 
temporary Soviet composer, Ka- 
halevsky.

The members of the convention are well 
qualified to frame a progressive and effi- 
cient constitution for Missouri. They should 
submit a constitution of which they really 
approve and not one framed either to catch 
votes or to avoid opposition or to enlist the 
support of pressure groups. 


George Washington’s Advice: 
“Let Us Raise a Standard .. .” 


Such is the spirit that was enjoined upon 
the Federal constitutional convention by 
George Washington. When it was suggested 


that certain palliatives and half-measures |. o 
‘bad officials ig to elect good ones, not to 


‘take away the power of the people, or of the 


would be more likely to find favor with 
the people than any thorough-going reform, 
Washington suddenly interposed with a 
brief but immortal speech. He said: 

“It is too probable that no plan we 
propose will be adopted, Perhaps an- 
other dreadful conflict is to be sustained. 
If, to please the people, we offer what 
we ourselves disapprove, how can we 
afterward defend our work? Let us 
raise a standard to which the wise and 
the honest can repair; the event is in the 
hand of God.” 

The Missouri convention delegates may 
assume that the people of Missouri are wise 
and honest and will accept a constitution 
which the delegates themselves really ap- 
prove. They will not, I am sure, proceed 
on the theory that the people haven’t sense 


enough to appreciate worthwhile constitu- 


tional improvements. 

However, in arriving at their final deci- 
sion, the delegates should be aided by sug- 
gestions from the general public. Many 
citizens are thoughtful students of govern- 
ment and are anxiously watching the pro- 
ceedings of the convention, but are with- 
holding comment because they are . not 
advised as to the progress or seriousness 
of the various proposals introduced. 


Sixty-Day Recess Proposed 
For Study and Suggestions. 


Suggestions will be most valuable if made 
after the people shall have seen the com- 
plete constitution as tentatively but not 
finally agreed upon by the convention. 

Therefore, the convention should con- 
sider a plan under which it would tenta- 
tively agree upon a new constitution, and 
then recess for 60 days. During the re- 
cess the tentative draft should be printed 
and widely distributed in pamphlet form, 
and written suggestions invited. The 
convention could then meet and consider 
the suggestions. 

Such a procedure was followed by the 
Board of Freeholders which framed the 
Charter of 1914 for St. Louls. The Board 
included Frederick D. Gardner, Selden P. 
Spencer, Frederick N. Judson and Jesse 
McDonald. Some fine suggestions were 
received and incorporated in the charter, 
but the most valuable result was that city- 
wide discussion and intense interest in the 
new charter were aroused. 

I hope that the convention in framing 


the constitution will follow the American | 


pattern of government—that is to say, with 
he power always stemming, untrammeled, 
rom officials elected by the people.

We have two examples of such things in

the Legislature. Manifestly, if government 
by the people is to endure, the remedy for 


people’s representatives. 

This country has grown in riches and in 
freedom with government according to the 
American pattern. We should not permit 
well-intentioned groups, impatient with the 
slowness of the workings of democracy, to 
lead us into alien paths. The people are 
entirely capable of governing and ‘in doing 
so they should not be frustrated or hin- 
dered; and nothing that is too precious to 
be entrusted to the ways of democracy 
should be supported by the taxpayers. 


Trend Toward Concentrating 
Power in the Executive. 


I am happy to read that. there is at least 
a trend in the convention toward. setting 
up a government based on the principle of 
concentrated executive power as embodied 
in the Constitution of the United States. 

The Committee on State Government of 
the National Municipal League which 
framed “A Model Constitution’ supports 
this principle. I was long ago converted 
to it by my experience as counsel for the 
Board of Freeholders which in 1914 framed 
the present St. Louis City Charter. At that 
time the people elected not only the Mayor 
and Comptroller, as they do now, but they 
elected an Auditor, a Register, an Inspec- 
tor of Weights and Measures, a President

INCE national security is censorship’s 
only reason for being, it is significant 


S that the latest code announced by Byron 
Price, Director of the Office of Censorship, 
removed restrictions on information, which 
is no longer of use to the enemy or which 


‘is likely to contribute to the enemy's dis- 


| tress. 


Censorship’s basic assumption remains 
that in a matter of days or even hours Axis 
officials may have on their desks any scrap 
of military information let fall at a Wash- 
ington cocktail party, in a Detroit factory, 
on a St. Louis street car, on a, regional 
broadcast or in the columns of a. trade 
journal. 

How this can be so is explained by the 
following circumstances, many of which will 
startle the general public: 

All embassies and legations in Wash- 
ington are authorized to send confiden- 
tial information by airplane in diplomatic 
pouches which are immune to seareh. 

All such embassies and legations are

of the Board of Public Improvements, a 
President of the Board of Assessors, and a 
City Marshal. 

All that was changed by the Charter of 
1914, which provides for the election of the 
Mayor and Comptroller, leaving it to the 
Mayor to appoint all the other executive 
officers of the city. The striking character- 
istic of the St. Louis charter is that it con- 
centrates power and responsibility in the 
Mayor. It is tremendously satisfactory. 


U. S. Constitution Avoids 
What Missouri’s Insists On. 


As already mentioned, the Federal Con- 
stitution does the same thing. . The great 
departments of the Federal Government are 
headed by the Secretary of State, Secretary 
of War, Secretary of the Navy, Secretary 
of the Interior, Secretary of Labor, and 
Attorney General. Imagine our being called 
upon to elect, not only the President, but 
also all these heads of departments! It 
would seem utterly silly; and so far as I 
know: no one has ever suggested that such 
a thing be done. 


The Constitution of Missouri, however, 
provides for that very thing. We not 
only elect the Governor and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, but we elect the Secretary of State, 
State Auditor, State Treasurer, Attorney 
General, and Superintendent of Schools; 
and each of them is independent of the 
others and none of them is under the con- 
trol of the Governor. 

The State constitution provides that the 
supreme executive power shall be vested in 
the Governor and that he shall take care 
that the laws are faithfully executed. But 
his powers are largély. frustrated by the 
vesting of a large part of the. State’s execu- 
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tive power in the other five officials. 

The purpose in providing for election of 
a number of executive officials in addition 
to the Governor was to increase popular 
control, but that purpose has not been real- 
ized. On the contrary, the long ballot is 
one of the most serious obstacles to popular 
control of the government. The long list 
of candidates imposes an impossible task 
on the voter, beyond the capacity of the 
most intelligent who do not make a business 
of politics. 

In effect, the voters are disfranchised 
because they are required to vote too much. 


Popular Rule Strengthened, 
Not Weakened, by Change. 


As a matter of practice, the people largely 
concentrate their attention on choosing the 
Governor, laboring under the delusion that 
thereby’ they may determine the entire 
course and control of their State govern- 
ment. I am sure that public opinion would 
be much more effective if the Governor, 
elected by the people, and upon whose elec- 
tion popular attention is centered, should 
appoint the other State officials. I believe 
that popular government is strengthened, 
not weakened, by concentrating the power 
of the people in one agent rather than to 
diffuse it among a number of agents. 


The present system is not conducive to co- 
operation or harmony in the State govern- 
ment. It rather lends itself to enlargement 
of public expenditures and to nullification 
of any unity of administrative purpose. 
Active co-operation between officials is sel- 
dom found. They are apt to represent dif- 
ferent and sometimes antagonistic elements; 
and, even where there is no open hostility,

Never Too Late as Long 


As the Government Exists. 


In any case, Prog, Colegrove says, 
“too late’ argument begs the question. 

“As long as government exists,” he con- 
tends, “it is never too late to correct its 
imperfections. ... Procrastination in under- 
taking the task of reforming the antiquated 
process of treaty-making may impair the 
leadership of the United States in the coun- 
sels of e United Nations. In turn, the 
inadequacy of our leadership may be one 
of the many conditions that would inexor- 
ably bring on the third global catastrophe of 
the twentieth century. Regardless of this 
war or a possible war in the future, how- 
ever, our treaty-making process is undemo- 
cratic, and requires change. Why aspire to 
democracy unless we practice it in such an 
important function of government as the 
making of treaties?’’ 


The two-thirds rule adopted by the Con- 
stitutional Convention, eight states to three, 
was a carry-over from the Articles of Con- 
federation, under which the Congress was 
the sole organ of government and each 
state, regardless of size, had an equal voice 
| in the making of treaties. The small states 
| demanded that the practice be continued, 
and they won this point as they won others 
based on the doctrine of states’ rights. 

It appears, too, that the members of the 
convention saw a need for secrecy in the 
making of treaties and believed this was 
more likely to be obtained if ratification was 
vested in the Senate alone. James Wilson, 
from Pennsylvania, argued in vain that the 
proposed procedure carried the danger of 
minority control of foreign policy. 

There are strong defenders of the present 
system today, but their arguments rest on 
other grounds, notably that to democratize 
treaty ratification would expose our foreign 
policy .o an upset with each partisan change 
in the control of the Government. The 
Senate’s monopoly of the power to approve 
treaties is warmly upheld in Justice Joseph 
Story's celebrated “Commentaries on the 
Conatitution”’ (1833) as insuring safety and 
our foreign relations, That

A Force for Destruction? 


Is the Constitutional Convention to be an in- 
strument for progress and reform, or is it to be 
a force for destruction? The question arises be- 
cause two of the most valuable measures adopted 
in Missouri in recent years are under. serious 
attack. We refer to the non-partisan court plan 
and the conservation amendment, both of which 
were placed in the Constitution by vote of the 
people, 

Majority rule. is a fundamental principle of 
democracy, but there are men in Missouri, some 
of whom are delegates to the convention; who 
have the effrontery to challenge that: principle. 

_ After a long campaign and wide discussion, Mis- 
souriang in 1936 voted, 686,000 to 236,000, to take 
control of wildlife out of the hands of politicians 
and place it in the care of a scientifically admin- 
istered commission. 

In 1940, after a series of shocking scandals in- 
volving Circuit. Judges in St. Louis and Kansas 
City, Missourians voted, 635,000 to 445,000, to set 
up a non-partisan court plan, embodying the best 
features of the appointive and elective methods. 
Only recently, Gov. Dewey recommended this 
system, known in the East as “the Missouri plan,” 
for the great State of New York. 

Despite the clear mandate of the voters on both 
these issues, wrecking crews in the Legislature 
have worked tirelessly and unceasingly to scut- 
tle the reforms, In the case of the conservation 
amendment, an initiative proposal was placed be- 
fore the voters in 1940 to re-enact the old fish 
and game laws. It was a phony proposal, fathered 
by Promoter McCawley of Carthage, but the ef- 
fect was to give the people another chance to 
pass on the conservation amendment. They 
snowed under the McCawley proposal, 709,000 to 
359,000. 

Two years later, the voters were asked to pass 
again on the court plan. This was because a group 
in the Legislature, headed: by the unfragrant H. 
P. Lauf, thought the people were “too damned 
dumb to understand” what they had done the 
first time, So the people voted, 389,000 to 216,000 
—a much larger majority than the first time— 
to retain the court plan. . 

The would-be wreckers of the court plan and 
the conservation amendment have lost every bat- 
tle, and particularly the supreme test at four 
elections. Now they continue their mining and 
sapping tactics in the Constitutional Convention. 

Let us look for a moment at the resolution 
introduced by Delegate Alroy 8. Phillips. Mr. Phil- 
lips has questioned the integrity of the operation 
of the court plan in St. Louis. He has charged 
there were irregularities in a recent election by 
which Harry S. Rooks was made a member of the 
court commission for this circuit. 

It just happens that the election. was conducted 
under the supervision of Circuit Clerk H. Sam 
Priest, who enjoys the singular confidence of this 
community, as has been shown by his return to 
office over the opposition of factions of his own 
party and his ability to weather a Republican 
landslide. Mr. Priest’s conduct of the Circuit 
Clerk’s office has attracted nationwide attention 
for integrity and efficiency. He will answer Mr. 
Phillips fully whenever the convention calls upon 
him to do so. 

We are completely confident that Mr. Phillips, 
in his flank attack, will be shown up as a foul 
fighter—a foul fighter, moreover, who leads with 
his chin, 

Various tactics are being employed to emascu- 
late the Conservation Commission. One is a 
seemingly innocent proposal to make its regu- 
lations subject to court review. Another is a 
provision pending before the Bill of Rights Com- 

mittee to prohibit the commission from making 
any rule conflicting with a legislative act. The 
effect of this would be to return conservation 
to political control. 

Is Missouri a democracy or not? When the 
people’ twice approve a measure, is not that 
enough? It is enough for ex-Gov. Park,“a mem- 
ber of the convention, who, while opposing the 
court plan, said recently he does not think it 
proper to question the people’s decision in two 
elections. Apparently, it ig not enough for men 
of the type of Alroy Phillips, who seek by cir- 
cuitous methods to subvert the people’s will. 

So we ask again, Is the convention to take its 
stand for progress and reform or is it to be 
aligned with reaction and decay? If the latter 
is the outcome, the people fortunately can mas- 
sacre its work at the polls.

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A Setback for Profiteers 


A minority of short-sighted war contractors 


sought to cripple the Government’s power to 
scale down exorbitant profits resulting from or- 
ders for military equipment and supplies. Their 
effort has been turned back almost in toto by the 
Senate, and now it remaing only for a confer- 
ence committee of both houses to follow its ex- 
ample and hold the line against profiteering on 
war contracts, 

The Senate was not deceived by the hue and 
cry over price negotiation of standard commercial 
articles, and the drive for their mandatory ex- 
emption from this control. The Senate amend 
ment makes such exemption optional rather than 
mandatory, thus cutting red tape to a minimum 
while retaining an essential control. 

The Senate refused to exempt subcontracts 
from renegotiation, as had been urged, and so 
stopped a grab for special privilege that would 
have cost the country millions, 

The Treasury, which means the taxpayer, is 
being saved huge amounts by renegotiation: The 
public hence is the gainer by the Senate’s ac- 
tion, and so is business in general. 

Enlightened business men, the great majority, 
oppose war profiteering. ‘They have upheld re- 
negotiation, and protested against the efforts to 
weaken it. 8. C, Allen, president of the Na- 
‘tional Cash Register Co., recently said: “Renego- 
tiation is the best way yet found or suggested 
to fulfill an essential wartime function.” The 
Sperry Corporation calls this procedure “the 
only practical meang yet developed to prevent 
unreasonable profits on war business.” 

A demonstration of this stand against high 
war profits was given in St. Louis last night, by 
W. 8. Symington, president of the Bmerson Plec- 
tric Manufacturing Co., at the firm’s annual la- 
bor-management dinner. | 

What, the speaker asked, is a fair wartime 
profit? Emerson made 5 per cent: before the 
War; now it makes just over 1 per cent. On 
its 1943 gain in volume, it made less than 1 per 
cent. “Is that proper?” he asked; “of course it 
is proper.” Because: there is practically no 
gales expense on this business; there is only one 
customer, the American people; the Government 
financed the turret plant, gave the orders and 
Guaranteed payment. He went on: 

Would anybody with plain common sense 
say that under these circumstances the per- 
centage of profit should be equivalent to what 
was considered normal profit in peace- 
time? ...: 

One of the great dangers to our system, 
not only from the standpoint of the opinion 
of the returning veterans, but also from the 
standpoint of our own people here and their. 
attitude toward the future, is the picture of 
some people trying to build their companies 
from scratch to an impregnable working-cap- 
ital position, out of war profits; and also 
the picture of others fighting with our Gov- 
ernment to preserve abnormal profits, on war 
shipments which had attached to them no 
normal business risk. 

Here is a truly enlightened, realistic and sound 
position on war profits, by the head of a huge 
plant that has made a great contribution to the 
war effort with its deadly efficient airplane tur- 
rets.

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700,000 Americans Refuas Pensions 


Some critics of the President's Bill of Eco- 
nomic Rights contend that many Americans will 
take it to mean that the Government owes them 
a living, so they say the statement will undermine 
the self-reliance and moral fiber of our people. To 
those who seriously think this, a gtance at the 
Social Security Board’s report, just issued by 
Administrator McNutt, is recommended. 

Some 884,000 men and women who had passed 
the age of 65 were entitled to retire from work 
and begin receiving social security benefits in 
the last fiscal year, Mr. McNutt reports. More than 
two-thirds of them, some 600,000-plus, preferred 


‘to remain at work, and waived their claim to 


Government checks. In addition, about one-sev- 
enth (119,410 persons) of those already on the 
rolls gave up their benefits and -returned to 
work. It is safe to say that the majority of those 
who accept pensions are physically unable to 
hold down jobs. : , 

Here are more than 700,000 cases where citi- 
zens were entitled by law to quit working and 
receive Federal payments for the remainder of 
their days. They turned down this opportunity 
in favor of continuing at work or returning to 
work at a time of labor shortage, to enjoy the 
satisfaction of making their own way and helping 
the country’s war effort. They are making more 
money, to be sure, than their pensions would be, 
but they have to work for it. 

This quality is a characteristic of the Ameri- 
can people, It was proved in the depression, 
when thousands refused to accept relief until 
every resource had been exhausted. The Presi- 
dent’s statement of the rights to which men are 
entitled is not, of course, presented as a govern- 
mental guarantee, but as a set of ideals to which 
our society as a whole should address itself. 
Our people as a whole have sufficient character 
to prefer making their own way when the oppor- 
tunity is available.

Lesson of war is that there can be jobs for everyone, writer says; 
the needs of peace are unlimited and their fulfillment requires the 
productive labor of all workers;.by proper planning, nations can be 
freed of the evils of want, disease, squalor, ignorance and idleness, 


The Mirror

Sir William Beveridge, Author of the Beveridge Plan of Social Security, 
in the New York Times Magazine 


Between the two world wars there was 
mass unemployment in the United States 
and Britain of hundreds of thousands of 
men for years on end—idleness of men 
anxious to work to whom it was not pos- 
sible to offer a job of any kind in any 
place. Unemployment insurance is not 
enough in such a case, because prolonged 
idleness corrupts, even on an income, Pro- 
longed idleness on a bare subsistence in- 
come is no fit life for human beings. Mass 
unemployment ig like war. There is no 
remedy for it. The only thing to be done 
is to abolish it. Can that be done? 


I believe it can be done, if we decide - 


that we will do it, and ‘will go the right 
way about it. Full employment does not 
mean no unemployment. It means that, 
though on any one day there may be some 
men unemployed, there are always more 
vacant jobs than there are unemployed 
men, so that every man whose present job 
comes to an end for any reason can find 
fresh employment without delay. 


Production Is the Key 


Full employment does not mean faked 
employment —digging holes and filling 
them—employment for the sake of employ- 
ment, It means employment in producing 
things that are needed. It means raising 
the standard of life. 


I am at a very early stage of making 
an investigation of this problem; I want 
to talk over my ideas and other people's 
ideas before I set out. any full employment 
plan in detail. What I can do now is, first, 
to name some of the things that will not 
help us to solve the problem of unemploy- 
ment; second, to suggest in general terms 
the direction in which we ought to look for 
a solution; third, to show from this just 
why I am certain there is a solution. 


First, it is no remedy for unemployment 
to reduce the supply or the productivity 
of labor. Raising the school] age, making 
pensioners retire from work, reducing jhe 
hours of labor may be good things in 
themselves—I am in favor of doing all 
these things—but they are no contribution 
to maintaining full employment. All these 
measures reduce production by the person 
whose hours’ are shortened or who is with- 
drawn from work; they reduce thereby 
his power of giving employment to others 
by spending his earnings. 


Opposed to Artificial Restraints 


All measures that cut down production 
are restrictionist devices; they cannot ex- 
pand employment. Some of them, such as 
those I have named, may be good for other 
reasons. Some are merely bad, like plow- 
ing under’ cotton though millions are with- 
out cloth; like burning coffee and stopping 
trade. We had our fill and more of such 
devices between the two wars. 


Second, the economics of the problem 
boils down to this: the level of employment 
is determined by the level of spending. 
It is spending that gives employment, 

Spending, of course, is of many different 
kinds—by consumers buying perishable 
goods, setting up factories or ordering ma- 
chinery or materials, by Government and 
local authorities providing defense, drains, 
roads, schools and other services for the 
people. For full employment, the sum of 


all these separate spendings must be such 


as to set up a demand for all the labor and 
other productive resources of the com- 
munity. e 

Is there any impossibility in that? Well, 
it cannot be impossible, because it hap- 
pens regularly whenever we make total 
war. When people say that it is impossible 
to abolish mass unemployment, it is fair 
to answer that mass unemployment has 
been abolished twice in the lifetime of 
most of us—in.the First World War and 
in. the second one, 


People Must Be Able to Buy 


The Nazis got rid of a great deal of their 
unemployment in preparing for war from 
1933 to 1939. The Soviet Government got 
rid of theirs in bringing about’ the indus- 
trial] revolution that hag served them, and 
us, sO well in this war. 


In all these cases, if you ask how un- 
employment came to be conquered, you 
find as the fundamental ‘reason that the 
government of each country set before 
it an objective of things to be done re- 
quiring all the man power of ‘the country 
and then spent money or saw that money 
was spent in directing man power and 
other resources to that objective, 


Peace and war, thank goodness, are dif- 
ferent in many ways. But we want peace 
to be like war in having no mass unem- 
ployment and for that purpose one main 
lesson of war is relevant—that we get full 
employment by making a Hat of needs in 
order of priority and by seeing that there 
is enough purchasing power to meet them. 
That lesson ig relevant, because the needs 
of peace, though they are different from 
those of war, are unlimited. 


An Objective for Peacetime 


There is a second lesson from war that 
is hardly less important. In war we have 
been able to do tremendous things in pro- 
duction as well as in fighting, because we 
have subordinated private interests to the 
national interest. We have been ready to 
do what was wanted whether we had been 
used to it before or not, All that has been 
possible because we were not afraid of un- 
employment; it is also one of the things 
which has made it possible to have no 
unemployment, 

We are going all-out now in war for 
one objective—making the world free of 
Hitler. For peace, I suggest that we 
should take as our objective making men 
as free as is humanly possible of the five 
giant evils—of want; of disease; of ignor- 
ance; of squalor (by which I mean the dirt, 
congestion, bad housing and discomfort 
which come through the unplanned growth 
of cities), and of idleness, the idleness 
enforced by mass unemployment. 

I believe that if we attack those first 
four giants with all our might, if we spend 
ourselves generously and our money wisely 
against want, disease, ignorance and 
squalor, we shall find that in the process 
we have killed also the fifth giant of mass 
unemployment,

Canada has had civilian con- 
scription since August, 1942, but 
the general opinion in the do- 
minion is that the Government 
hasn't done much with it—not yet. 

At Ottawa, Minister of Labor 
Humphrey Mitchell smiles and 
tells you the administration's pol- 
icy is one of “negative compul- 
sion.” As near as we can figure 
it, this is a sort of “you first, my 
dear Alphonse” approach. 

Away from Ottawa, the citizens 
are inclined to snicker when you 
mention “selective service.” They 
apeak of the red tape and dwell 
sadly on the inexperience of the 
people running the registration 
offices. Under similar circum- 
stances, a bumptious West Texan, 
for example, would upset the cus- 
pidor, make a raucous noise and 
fill the air with blue language. 

Our gentlemanly Canadian 
neighbors temper theiy criticism 
but remind you that Prime Minis- 
ter W. L. Mackenzie King failed 
to get tough with striking coal 
miners, temporized with the lum- 
berjacks despite the pulp shortage. 
and let French-Canadian Quebec 
have her own way although the 
plebiscite last year gave him power 
to force conscription for foreign 
service throughout the land. 

However, everybody from age 16 
to 65 is required to register and 
there is evidence that a sizable 
number of persons have shifted 
from less essential jobs to work 
in war plants, lumber camps, saw- 
mills, Government offices, food 
distribution and other important 
industries. 
Job Movements Controlled. 

All movements to and from jobs 
are controlled by selective service 
boards. “Orders in council” are 
issued from time to time telling 
certain employers they must dis- 
engage themselves from their 
more ablebodied workers. For in- 
stance, last Nov, 15, the Govern- 
ment put the ban on males of age 
16 to 40, inclusive, who sell insur- 
ance, handle stocks and bonds, 
lend money, deal in grain and 
work for trust companies, banks, 
in real estate, travel agencies, ho- 
tels, tourist camps, millinery and 
washing and polishing automo- 
biles. 

With an eye to training the 
young, Canada froze school teach- 
ers to their jobs. The school 
ma’ams had fled their underpaid 
posts by the hundreds to seek 
more lucrative employment as riv- 
eters, aircraft assemblers, chem- 
ists and the like. Theoretically, 
a school teacher can’t leave the 
job except to join the armed 
forces or work on a farm, Actual- 
ly, the boards try to keep every- 
one happy so Selective Service is 
quite a success. 

Better pay is still Canada’s 
main reliance for shifting work- 
ers from non-essential to essen- 
tial employment, Nobody could 
cite an instance of an employe 
being compelled to take a new 
job at smaller remuneration.

Prison- 
ers of war and Japanese inter- 
nees are used to cut fuel wood in 
the forests or grow food crops as 
part of Canada’s war effort. To 
maintain the food and fuel sup- 
ply, selective service is authorized 
to direct any man from ages 16. to 
65 to accept employment “cutting 
wood, fishing or fish processing.”

Interpreting the War News 


ALLIES’ BRIGHT PROSPECTS IN ITALY

HE long-expected amphibious 
T attack behind the German 

lines in Italy has at last taken 
place, When serious German re- 
sistance developed north of 
Naples, the Allied advantages of 
command of the sea, air super- 
jority and the possession of Sar- 
dinian and Corsican bases seemed 
to indicate such a move as almost 
a certainty. It did not come; prob- 
ably because the resources of the 
Italian operation became limited, 
due to the concentration of forces 
and material in the British Isles, 
especially landing-craft. Strategy 
in Italy became a matter of the 
careful adjustment of equilibrium 
between opposing forces almost 
equal in strength, which neither 
side had the means to increase in 
view of commitments elsewhere. 
Therefore there ensued a long 
period of almost desultory fight- 
ing, into which reserves were fed 
with miserly caution, while each 
commander.tried to hold out a 
little something with which to 
meet emergencies or take advan- 
tage of any opportunity which 
good fortune might offer, The ob- 
ject of each commander became 
to absorb the whole of the oppos- 
ing reserves while he still had a 
striking force in hand, Neither 
was successful in doing so, there- 
fore neither dared seek a deci- 
sion, 

Now it would appear that Gen. 
Alexander has succeeded in build- 


ing up enough force for a new 
and possibly decisive move.. Fol- 
lowing the*course of events as 
revealed by the communiques, it 
may be suggested that he freed 
two or three British and American 
divisions by putting French troops

Meanwhile, over the past two 
weeks, Allied air power has been 
gradually stepping up its attacks 
on the rail junctions of Central 
Italy in the general area between 
Rome and Florence. The result 
of these attacks has probably been 
to make impossible, or at any rate 
greatly to delay any attempt by the 
Germans to move troops from 
Northern Italy southward to the 
present battle front. Moreover, 
there have been reports that the 
German troops in Northern Italy 
have been called on to furnish 
divisions both for the crumbling 
German front in South Ruesia, 
and for the fighting in Yugoslavia. 
Finally’ comes the sudden pin- 
point air attack on the German 
headquarters at Frascati, near 
Rome, so reminiscent of the air 
attack which smashed the German 
headquarterg at Taormina just be- 
fore the successful Sicilian land- 
ings.

Not all the peace stories will be 
made of whole cloth, It is incon- 
ceivable that Germany, faced by 
the prospect of catastrophic defeat 
will not try every possible avenue 
of escape. The same is true of its 
satellites, 

Organized Campaign. 

It is safe assumption that every 
Axis embassy or legation in the 
few neutral capitals has elaborate 
instructions not only for spreading 
false peace propaganda but also 
for probing for every slightest 
opening for possible discussions of 
means of calling the whole terrible 
adventure off. The accredited 
diplomats will be supplemented by 
a ho-t of less formal envoys, os- 
tensible journalists, businessmen, 
tourists. 

Some hints of these connivings 
doubtless will become known, and 
peace stories with some grain of 
truth be built on them. But by 
far the greater part of the peace 
rumors will be of enemy origin, 
calculated to sow discord among 
the United States, Britain and 
Russia, since Germany's only hope 
of escaping utter disaster lies in 
the possibility of dividing the 
three great Allies. 

The peace stories flourish most 
when Germany’s fortunes are low- 
est. The last two weeks has seen 
them in full flower, 

For one thing Germany’s need 
of some break, as it watches Gen.

This led to some economic acro- 
batics. The Allies lent Germany 
the money to pay reparations, but 
she ended up by paying back 
considerably less than’ the loan. 

This, it is suggested, may be one 
reason why Allied statesmen today 
say nothing about reparations. 
Another may be that reparations 
is still a prime subject for German 
propagandists seeking to hold the 
German people together under 
Nazi leadership. 

British, Russian and American 
economists who have written on 
reparations agree that Russia's 
socialistic economic system can 


absorb reparations practically in 
any form without being upset. 

Not so the democracies, whose 
competitive commodity and la- 
bor markets both would be af- 
fected by influx of goods to pay 
reparations. 


Russian Proposal. 

Most explicit proposals have 
come from the Russians, chiefly 
from Prof. Eugene Varga, who 
writes for the Soviet publication, 
War and the Working Class.

Astonishing Figures. 

The argument, he goes on, can 
be reduced to even more astonish- 
ing figures. 

A quorum to do business in 
the Senate consists of one-half 
plus one of the total member- 
ship, or 49. If a bare quorum 
is present when the vote on a 
treaty is taken, any 17 Senators 
can defeat ratification. 

If the 17 votes come from the 
nine smallest States, the oppo- 
nents represent only 8,584;511 
people out of a population of 
131,669,275. If the 32 Senators 
favoring the treaty (out of the 
quorum of 49) come from the 
16 largest States, they represent 
88,046,234 people. 

In other words, Prof. Cole- 
grove sums up, the will of 388,- 
646,234 people can be overridden 
by that of 3,584,511 people. 

The example is extreme, but 
under the two-thirds rule not 
impossible. ;

If simple majorities cannot pro- 
tect the country, the nation.-is al- 
ready lost. ... 

“Senators, like Representatives, 
are politicians; they watch the in- 
terests of their political party as 
avidly as does any member of the 
lower house. 

“It is not often that a political 
party commands a two-thirds ma- 
jority in either house. More often 
the President has a bare major- 
ity. It is thus extremely rare for 
a treaty to be approved by a two- 
thirds majority consisting entirely 
of the President’s party. Gener- 
ally, the opposing party occupies 
more than one-third of the seats 
in the Senate. At such times, the 
opposition party, if party loyalty 
be enforced, holds the fate of any 
treaty in its hands. As politicians, 
many Senators find that they have 
more to gain by embarrassing the 
President than by considering the 
interest of the people.” 


Long Record of Partisanship. 


The author points to the long 
record of treaties which have been 
rejected because of partisanship. 
In 1824, a treaty negotiated with 
Great Britain for the suppression 
of the slave trade was so mutilat- 
ed by amendments in the ratifica- 
tion process that the British Gov- 
ernment refused to accept it and 
the pact was abandoned. The at- 
tack on this treaty, Prof. Cole- 
grove recounts, was nothing less 
than a plot to discredit John 
Quincy Adams, Secretary of State 
under Monroe and a candidate for 
the presidency, 

In 1844, the treaty for the an- 
nexation of Texas, negotiated by 
John C. Calhoun as Secretary of 
State, became a football] of pol- 
itics and was defeated by a vote 
of 16 ayes to 35 noes. After the 

residential election of 1844, Pres- 
dent John Tyler deliberately cir- 
cumvented the Senate by propos- 
ing that Texas be annexed by a 
jo'nt resolution of the two houses 
of Congress. The resolution, re- 
quiring only a majority, was 
adopted in the House by a 132 to 
76 vote, and in the Senate by 27 
to 25. 

Without similar action, the 
Hawaiian Islands could not have 
been annexed when they were. 
Neither of two treaties of annexa- 
tion submitted by President Mc- 
Kinley could command the neces- 
gary two-thirds majority in the 
Senate; the Democrats opposed 
them on partisan grounds and 
were joined by a few isolationist 
Republicans, Finally the Texas ex- 
ample of 1844 was followed and a 
joint resolution annexing the 
islands was put through the House 
and the Senate. 

John Foster Quoted. 


“The able diplomat, John Fos- 
ter,” writes Prof. Colegrove, “bears 
witness to the fact that although 
Republican leaders regarded the 
expedient of a joint resolution for 
the annexation of Hawaii as a 
violation of the Constitution and 
the creation of a bad precedent, 
they were nevertheless willing to 
set aside the fundamental law on 
the ground of national expediency. 
It is well to ponder the moral jus- 
tification of this policy while one 
speculates @n the dire conse- 
quences of a strict observance of 
the Constitution. What if Texas 
had not been annexed? What if 
the campaign to acquire Hawaii 
had collapsed?” 

The unhappy experience of John 
Hay with the Senate led: him to} 
call the two-thirds rule “the irrep- 
arable mistake of the Constitu- 
tion.” Some of his finest diplo- 
matic achievements as Secretary 
of State—first under McKinley, 
then under Theodore Roosevelt— 
were nullified. A series of arbitra- 
tion treaties met with such hos- 
tility in the Senate that Theodore 
Roosevelt finally withdrew them, 
observing that “the individual 
Senators evidently consider the 
prerogative of the Senate as far 
more important than the welfare 
of the country.” 


In 1912, the Senate emasculated | 


the arbitration treaties negotiated 
by President Taft and his Secre- 
tary of State, Philander C. Knox. 

Death of Versailles Treaty. 

It killed the Versailles Treaty 
despite a majority in its favor of 
49 to 35; the 1927 commercial 
treaty with Turkey despite a ma- 
jority of 50 to 34; the 1934 St. 
Lawrence waterway treaty with 
Canada despite a majority of 46 
to 42; the 1935 proposal to join 
the World Court despite a ma- 
jority of 52 to 36, 

“The defeat of the Covenant of 
the League of Nations (Versailles 
Treaty) in the United States Sen- 
ate,” Prof. Colegrove writes, “is 
one of the most spectatular epi- 
sodes in the diplomatic history of 
this country, Henry Cabot Lodge 
fulfilled his boast. He mutilated 
the treaty with such devastating 
reservations that the supporters 
of the administration could not 
accept the mutilated convention. 
Even so, a majority of the Senate 
supported the treaty with reserva- 
tions. On the final test the treaty 
lacked only seven votes of a two- 
thirds majority. Under the two- 
thirds rule, a minority of bitter 
partisans and personal enemies of 
President Woodrow Wilson were 
able to sabotage the peace system 
which America had persuaded Eu- 
rope and Asia to accept.” 

Informal Arrangement. 

There is now in effect an in- 
formal arrangement between the 
State Department and the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
whereby the necessary legislation 
for the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration will 
be passed by a joint resolution of 
the two houses of Congress. Pre- 
sumably, the same procedure will 


be used to validate other interim 
agreements which the United 
States may make, by executive ac- 
tion, with: its fellow members of 
the United Nations. 

But the understanding between 
the Senate Committee and Secre- 
tary Hull extends only to interim 
agreements; it does not connote 
any surrender of the senatorial 
prerogative to pass upon the final 
peace treaties in the manner pre- 
scribed by the Constitution, 


Prof. Colegrove views the pros- 
pect with extreme pessimism. He 
sees precious time consumed in 
protracted committee hearings “in 
the same manner that the oppo- 
nents of the lease-lend bill, in Jan- 
uary through March, 1941, fiddled 
while Rome burned.” He sees the 
treaty emerging from committee 
with a minority report offering 
amendments “of suth character as 
to destr the integrity of the 
treaty and to fill our allies with 
dismay.” He sees finally the like- 
lihood of a filibuster by the foes 
of the treaty and, on the show- 
down, a vote in which as Many as 
44 members of the Senate (if the 
vote should be taken in the pres- 
ent Congress) might line up 
against ratification. 

In any case, “present evidence 
points to the likelihood that a suf- 
ficient number of Democrats 
would join the Republican irrecon- 
cilables to keep the opposition well 
above the one-third that would 
mean the death sentence of the 
treaty.” 

Senate Lags Behind People. 


Such is the prospect, the author 
says, despite the fact that a Gallup 
poll in May, 1943, showed 74 per 
cent of the people in favor of a 
world organization with teeth in 
it. The lag between public opinion 
and the Senate’s response to it, 
says Prof Colegrove, is “one of 
the amazing phenomena of our na- 
tional politics.” 

The average age in the Senate, 
Prof. Colegrove points out, is 61; 
the average age of American vot- 
ers is 36. He suggests that “the 
minds of some Senators are froz- 
en; they are not receptive to new 
ideas, nor can they set aside their 


deepseated prejudices in the inter-, 


est of the public welfare, Further- 
more, some of the Senators are 
completely out of touch with their 
own constituents.” 

But a more potent reason for 
the Senate's failure to keep step 
with public opinion on foreign pol- 
icy, the author says, is the as- 
sumption by the Senate that it is 
an executive council designed to 
check the President in the field of 
our foreign relations. Senators 
therefore tend to be suspicious of 


every move of the President, and 
“this tendency plays into the hands | 
of those Senators who are guided 
by personal prejudice, animosity 
and love of prerogative, as well as 
of those who are active or latent 
candidates for the presidency.” 


“Utterly Unworkable.” 


The author concludes that with 
ithe two-thirds rule in effect, our 
treaty making procedure is “utter- 
ly unworkable” and that if consti- 
tutional reform by amendment is 
impossible, “the President and the 
majority in Congress will be com- 
pelled to seek other constitutional 
methods that will serve as substi- 
tutes for treaties.” 


A considerable body of opinion 
holds, with Walter Lippmann, that 
the Administration, rather than 
risk such a defeat as Wilson suf- 
fered in the Senate, should de- 
velop its postwar agreements in 
the form not of treaties but of 
measures which can be adopted 
by joint resolution in the two 
houses of Congress. 


In this view, there is ample pre- 
cedent for such procedure. The 
joint resolutions by which Texas 
was taken into the Union and 
Hawaii annexed have been cited. 
The agreements with Canada in 
1816 and 1817, under which there 
has been disarmament on the 
Great Lakes for more than a cen- 
tury, were made originally not by 
treaty, but by the President with 
the authority of an ordinary act 
of Congress. The Samoan Islands 
were acquired. by the executive ac- 
tion of President Theodore Roose- 
velt in 1902 and 1904, and 25 years 
later Congress gave its approval 
by joint resolution. Our naval sta- 
tions in Cuba were obtained by 
executive agreements under the 
authority of an appropriations act 
of 1901. The Open Door policy for 
China was effectuated not by 
treaty but by an exchange of dip- 
lomatic notes. 


Hull’s Reciprocity Pacts. 


In numerous other cases, impor- 
tant international agreements 
have been made by executive ac- 
tion alone, or by the executive on 
the authority of acts of Congress. 
A striking modern instance is the 
negotiation of the Hull Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements under an en- 
abling act of Congress passed in 
the ordinary way. Twenty-seven of 
these have been written. It is 
doubtful if one of them could have 
survived the two-thirds rule in the 
Senate. 


“It would have been impossible,” 
Lippman writes, “to carry on the 
business of the United States if 
international engagements had al- 
ways been placed at the mercy of 
one-third of the Senate.” 


A proposed constitutional 
amendment requires a two-thirds 
majority of both the Senate and 
the House to be submitted to the 
States. Would the Senate vote to 
submit such an amendment as 
Prof, Colegrove urges? It is, to 
say the least, doubtful. The hard 
realities confront the executive 
with a battle such as that of 1919- 
20 over the League of Nations, or 
resort to some method that will 
by-pass the Senate. 


That fact, however, does not de- 
stroy Prof. Colegrove’s argument 
that it would be better in govern- 


mental morals to change the 
treaty-making procedure by direct 
action—constitutional amendment 
—than to invoke precedents jus- 
tifying indirection. 


If there is a palpable defect in 
government, any time is a good 


time to begin trying to correct it. 


each elective officer is likely to 
feel and assert at times his inde- 
pendence of the Governor, 

State executive, officials should 
be appointed by the Governor 
with the approval of the Senate 
and be removable by him for mis- 
conduct, This would result in a 
short ballot at elections and in a 
larger power and responsibility 
being centered in the Governor. 
It would bring the government 
closer to the people. It would 
make government by the people 
simpler; more understandable; 
more responsive, 

No Danger of Despotism. 


There need be no fear of giv- 
ing the Governor too much ex- 
ecutive power. Missouri is in no 
danger of despotism, but it does 
suffer from inefficiency due to 
disorganization, 

I hope that the Convention will 
not compromise on this matter by 
making an exception as to the 
Secretary of State or State Audi- 
tor. If it is felt that the books 
should be independently audited, 
let provision be made for post- 
auditing annually by an auditor 
independently chosen by the Leg- 
islature. 

I believe that the _ restriction 
against the Governor succeeding 
himself should be abolished. At 
least, he should be allowed to 
serve one term of six years or 
two terms of four years each. Be- 
cause of the experience he gains 
during the first four years his 
service can be of the greatest 
value after that time. Certainly, 
no restrictions should apply to him 
that does not apply to any other 
State official that might be elect- 
ed. The limitation as it now ex- 
ists is not so much a limitation 
upon the individual who occupies 
the position of Governor as it is a 
limitation upon the people. It 
seems to me that if a man has 


|} been a good Governor, the peo- 


ple should be allowed to re-elect 
him, at least for one more term. 
Separation of the Branches. 

The Governor should not have 
a seat in the gislature, either 
with or without a vote. For him 
to do so would be contrary to the 
American principle that the three 
departments of government, the 
Legislative, the Judicial and the 
Executive, be separated. 

The British Prime Mihister sits 
in the House of Commons of the 
Parliament, but he is a member 
of, chosen by, and responsible to 
the House. Britain makes small 
pretense of distributing the three 
functions of government. Parlia- 
ment is the government, 

It would not add to the dignity 
or the efficiency of the State gov- 
ernment for the Governor to spend 
his time in the House or Senate 
lobbying or being questioned, 
sometimes heckled, perhaps de- 
nounced, by the opposition. The 
only Governor I know of that 
spent an appreciable améunt of 
time in the legislative halls had 
the worst relations with the Leg- 
islature. The present constitu- 
tional provisions governing the 
contacts of the Governor with the 
House and Senate have worked 
well and should not be changed, 

More Home Rule for Cities. 

The cities are entitled to such 
measure of home rule as will en- 
able them to meet their problems 
and provide for the health and 
welfare of the people. The State 
is unable.to legislate adequately 
on municipal matters, because, in 
large measure, it must legislate 
for all alike by general laws, and 
its legislators cannot know the 
needs of each city in the minute 
detail necessary. 

The constitution should forbid 
the Legislature interfering with 
cities by legislation on municipal 
matters, and should _ specifically 
identify and include as purely 
municipal matters the control and 
regulation of the public utilities 
of the city such as _ telephone, 
street cars, gas, busses, etc, It 
will be remembered that the Su- 
preme Court held that the charter 
of St. Louis could not provide for 
regulating the charges or services 
of the local telephone system, 
saying that that was not a munici- 
pal matter. I believe that it is a 
municipal matter, with which the 
State at large has no ascertainable 
interest. 

Essentially State Matters. 


On the other hand, the State 
should retain adequate control of 
the police and elections in the 
cities. These are essentially State 
matters, The State is vitally in- 
terested in elections being prop- 
erly safeguarded and in the State 
laws being properly enforced. 

However, I believe that the po- 
lice are now too much divorced 
from local control, The board 
might very well be appointed by 
the Mayor, subject to removal by 
the Governor, and the Police 
Board’s budget should be subject 
to the approval of the Mayor. 

There is nothing so disconcert- 
ing to the fiscal authorities of a 
great city as to have the State 
Legislature arbitrarily appropriate 
or provide for appropriating huge 
sums out of a city revenue, al- 
ready meager and constitutionally 
limited, without regard to the 
needs of the city for the upkeep 
of its hospitals and health activi- 
ties and the maintenance of its 
streets and sewers and other 
essential municipal needs. 


ELECTION BOARD FIXES HOURS 
TO AID COUNTY REGISTRANTS 


The St. Louis County Board of 
Election Commissions, 7929 For- 
sythe boulevard, Clayton, will re- 
main,.open until 9 p. m. the nights 
of Feb. 1, 3, 8 and 10 in order 
to facilitate registration of county 
residents who wish to vote in 
the municipal elections April 4, 
L. John Weber, board secretary, 
announced yesterday. Elections 
will be held in all municipalities 
except Webster Groves and Maple- 
wood, 

Weber pointed out that resi- 
dents of municipalities of less 
than 10,000 population need not 
register. Qualified voters in any 
of the elections must have been 
a resident of the state for at least 
a year and a resident of his mu- 
nicipality at least 60 days, 


American cryptographers work in-

United States. Others are not so 
sure, 

OC’s Negative Duties, 

The Office of Censorship has 
the negative duty of supervising 
voluntary censorship of domestic 
newspapers, publications and 
broadcasts; and the positive one 
of scrutinizing outbound mail, 
cable, radio and other communica- 
tions. The cables and radiograms 
of foreign ‘correspondents are 
closely examined. All] short-wave 
stations in the country are under 
Government control. 

There is no restriction on wire- 
less receivers, but it is against 
the law for any alien to own, con- 
trol, operate or have access to a 
wireless sender, Officials of the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion insist that no diplomatic post 
in Washington is now violating 
this statute, and that modern de- 
tection apparatus would make dis- 
covery almost instantaneous, 

A lesson was taught in the case 
of an illegal transmitter which 
was traced to the German Em- 
bassy prior to American entrance 
into the war. The instrument was 
on extra-territorial ground, which 
the authorities at that time hesi- 
tated to violate. Instead, the wave- 
length was jammed so vigorously 
that no further messages were be- 
lieved to have got through. 

Cables, Wireless,’ Phones. . 

Because the points of egress 
are concentrated, censorship of 
cables, wireless telegraph and 
transocean telephone is highly ef- 
ficient. Censorship of outgoing 


Army, has passed Jargely into ci- 
vilian hands. Airplane letters re- 
ceive particular attention. Cable 
scrutiny remains in control of 
naval officers, detailed to OC, 

Radio, domestic and foreign, is 
the special field of FCC. It acts 
chiefly through two subsidiaries, 
the Radio Intelligence Division 
and the Foreign Broadcast Intel- 
ligence Service. The role of FCC 
is that of policeman and engineer. 
Its listening squads patrol with- 
out rest short-wave wireless 
abroad and all domestic short- 
wave and standard bands. 

It is believed to be impossible 
for any secret wireless station to 
operate in the United States or 
its territories without prompt dis- 
covery. By way of experiment, a 
Signal Corps truck mounting a 
short-wave transmitter was given 
ample time to conceal itself any- 
where within an area of 30 square 
miles. A message was tapped out. 
Only 55 minutes later a FCC pa- 
trol car drew up alongside the 
Army vehicle. 

‘Fritz’ Run Down in Peoria. 

Some time ago there appeared 
on the air a short-wave broad- 
caster who called himself “Fritz” 
and declared he was stationed on 
a German submarine. Triangula- 
tion of radio bearings showed that 
the messages originated in Illinois. 
Further bearings from points sur- 
rounding the State intersected at 
Peoria. FCC engineers have de- 
veloped apparatus small enough 
to go inside a valise or typewriter 
case and sensitive enough to re- 
act to a transmitter in a given 
house or even hotel room. “Fritz” 
was run down and clapped in jail. 

So-called “Freedom” stations 
can survive in occupied Europe 
because public sentiment is hostile 
to the ruling power. But the 
American people are united and 
loyal. FCC patrol cars, equipped 
with strange instruments, have 
frequently aroused the suspicion 
of passing citizens, who reported 
them to the police. On numerous 
occasions, FCC operators have 
been arrested and Held behind 
bars until Washington confirmed 
their identification papers. 

Other Agencies Involved. 

In addition to OC, FCC 
Army and Nav 
agencies involved in  counter- 
espionage include the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, the Secret 
Service Division of the Treasury 
Department and the Office of 
Economie Administration. Diplo- 
matic phases of the problem are 
in the care of Assistant Secretary 
Breckinridge Long of the State 
Department, a former St. Louisan. 

All American establishments 
concerned in wartime conceal- 
ment act on two presumptions: 
First, that enemy agents in this 
country are numerous, subtle and 
daring; second, that no censorship, 
including our own, was ever con- 
trived, except possibly in Japan 
and Russia, which cannot sooner 
or later be cracked. Rear Adm. 
Harold C, Train, chief of the Of- 
fice of Naval Intelligence, has 
published warnings that Germany 
and Japan have networks of spies 
in this country, and that while 
some have béen captured, many 
are still operating. 

The American public’s scant 
news about movements of Hitler 
and other Nazi chieftains is noth- 
ing in comparison to the flood of 
detailed and precise information 
which Berlin put on the air about 
the conference of Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Chiang Kai-shek at

“Careless Talk” Posters. 

The OWI has distributed all 
over the country dramatic “care- 
less talk” posters. The latest 
shows a hand, adorned with a 
swastika ring, which is fitting .to- 
gether, as if in a jigsaw puzzle, 
bits of random chatter which 
combine into the revelation: “Con- 
voy sails for England tonight.” 

The new press and radio codes 
which became effective Dec, 1 con- 
firm a previous removal on taboos 
on weather forecasts, which are 
regarded as no longér of advan- 
tage to the enemy. following the 
defeat of the submarine in the 
Northern Atlantic. The principal 
relaxation made reports permissi- 
ble on the progress of production 
in general categories of war ma- 
teriel. The success of the Amer- 
ican production program is bad 
news for the enemy. 

But it is reiterated that “the se- 
curity of our armed forces and 
even of our homes and liberties 
will be weakened in greater or 
less degree by every disclosure of 
information which will help the 
enemy,” 

The very first item on the re- 
stricted list is “the general char- 
acter and movements of United 
States Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps units, within or without the 
continental limits of the United 
States—their location, identity, ex- 
act composition, equipment or 
strength; destination, routes and 
schedules; assembly for embarka- 
tion, prospective embarkation or 
actual embarkation.” " 


Some Restricted Items. 


Even in the field of production, 
the disclosure of statistical infor- 
mation, without appropriate au- 
thority, is forbidden regarding spe- 
cific weapons, such as bombers, 
fighter planes, 155-millimeter guns 
and medium tanks, These and all 
other restrictions are based on 
the possibility that items published 
or broadcast would arrive by one 
means or another in hostile hands. 

The American record in with- 
holding vital information from the 
enemy hag been so checkered that 
there may be general bewilderment 
in the United States as to the 
efficiency of its counter-espionage. 

Triumphs of secrecy enveloped 
American losses at Pearl Harbor, 
Prime Minister Churchill’s first 
Washington conference, in Decem- 
ber, 1941; President Roosevelt's 
tour of munition plants in Octo- 
ber, 1942; and his later trip to 
Mexico, An impervious screen was 
thrown about the Allied Expedi- 
tion to Northwest Africa. Ameri- 
can censorship reached high tide 
in the brilliant exploit of con- 
cealment which veiled the meet- 
ing of Roosevelt and Churchill at 
Casablanca, ’ 

Some Axis Triumphs. 


Yet the Axis acquired exact de- 
tails, gleefully put on the air, 
about the Roosevelt-Churchill con- 
sultation in August, 1941, which 
resulted in the Atlantic Charter; 
and also about the Prime Minis- 
ter’s second yisit to Washington 
in June, 1943. 

Several weekseof quiet at Gua- 
dalcanal were broken by a _ con- 
centrated, all-night bombardment 
during a visit of Secretary of the 
Navy Frank Knox. He had stopped 
off shortly before at an obscure 
Pacific island. On the evening 
of his arrival the American out- 
post suffered its first aerial raid 
of the war. 

Every American newspaper ex- 
cept one held in confidence the 
visit of Foreign Commissar Molo- 
tov to the United States in May, 
1942; but the news of his arrival 
was communicated by a Latin 
American emissary in Washington 
to his home Government, leaked 
into newspapers there and became 
known to the Axis long before 
the American public was informed. 

The secret of the invasion of 
Sicily was triumphantly safeguard- 
ed. There ig reason to believe that 
Gen. Eisenhower planned, or pre- 
tended to plan, landings on the 
north shore of the island and 
shifted at the last moment to the 
south. But the exact spot chosen 
for the Allied landing on the Ital- 
ian peninsula, at Salerno, was 
known to the Germans days, if 
not weeks, in advance. As a re- 
sult, the foray came within a hair’s 
breadth of being hurled back into 
the sea,

KNOCK on the door, and a’ 


voice called “Come in.” The 
man who sat hunched over 
the gas stove, a raincoat over his 


shoulders, a muffler around his. 


neck, a slouch hat pulled over his 
eyes, was writing in a tablet. He 
did not look up. After a moment 
he boomed: “Who’s that?” In- 
formed who it was, he inspected 
his visitor through thick lenses 
and extended a hand. 

“Pull up a chair,” he said, “and 
keep your hat on if you like.” 


That was the finding of the man 
christened William Henry Murray, 
better known as “Alfalfa Bill,” 
called “Cockle-Burr Bill” by his 
enemies, father of the State Con- 
stitution, Congressman for four 
years, Governor for four years, 
once a man of wealth who con- 
sidered himself a man of destiny, 
but who since 1938 has been a for- 
gotten man of politics, living in an 
oblivion of his own seeking. 


That was the discovery of what 

William Henry Murray has been 
doing since he went into seclusion 
six years ago.

As he sat in his shabby hotel 
room in this, one of the smallest 
towns on the Oklahoma plain, 
with a tablet on his knee, he was 
putting the finishing touches to 
the three volumes that will in all 
likelihood be also the finishing 
touches to his career, for he is 74 
years old and his eyes are dim, 
But he will be content. “The True 
History of Oklahoma” he expects 
to be his monument, the crowning 
achievement of a lifetime of 
achievements, fixing his fame for 
generations to come as “The Sage 
of Tishomingo.” 
” It was quite in character that 
Murray announced in January, 
1935, at the end of his turbulent 
four years in the Governor’s chair 
(he had called out the soldiers 30 
times to enforce his edicts), that 
he was going back to the soil from 
which he sprang and on which he 
had always centered his affec- 
tions. Though he did buy a little 
place at Broken Bow and went 
there to live, few doubted that he 
would launch from there another 
bid for political power. People re- 
membered that when he came 
back in 1929 from an ill-starred 
colonizing adventure in South 
America he was a broken man, 
but a year later, after a hitchhik- 
ing cheese and crackers campaign, 
he was elected Governor by the 
largest majority ever given a can- 
didate in the State. 


“Watch Bill,” the wiseacres said, 
“or he'll be grabbin’ the White 
House next.”

UT they were mistaken. Bill 
Baan care to try for the presi- 

dency, though he did want to 
be Governor again. He couldn't 
succeed himself, but he could and 
did enter the primaries in 1938, 
and it is his conviction th-t he 
was counted out under what he 
calls the crookedest primary law 
in the United States. That was 
the end of Bill as an office-hold- 
ing politician, 

or one thing he was threatened 
with blindness, a threat that was 
only partly lifted when cataracts 
were removed. He was not at ease, 
though, at Broken Bow. It was 
not home. Two years ago he 
sold his farm and came back to 
Tishomingo. This was home be- 
cause around here he had lived 
and here, in 1898, he had begun 
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HIS MEMORIES. 


the practice of law in what was 
then the capital of the Chickasaw 
Nation. 

From a pile of pictures that are 
to go into his history, he takes 
an old photograph of the log house 
in which he lived in those days 
and points to himself on a bench 
under the trees. It was on that 
bench that he learned constitu- 
tional law. Its advantage as a 
bench was that it was in the shade 
all day long. There he sat and 
studied for four years and a half, 
neglecting his law practice, and 
when he left it he was grounded 
in constitutional law as few men 
have been. 

Murray had two ideas when he 
was sitting in the shade. One 
was to find out all that there was 
to know about constitutions and 
the other was .to figure out how 
he could get himself elected to 
the Constitutional Convention of 
1906-07 that: was to end Indian 
government in the Territory and 
bring in statehood. He got him- 
self elected by leading the move- 
ment for statehood in the Chick- 
asaw Nation and was chosen to 
preside over the convention. He 
practically wrote the State’s Con- 
stitution. He was chairman of 
the first Democratic State con- 
vention under statehood in 1907; 
was elected to the Legislature and 
was unanimous choice for speaker 
of the first House of Representa- 
tives. That first Legislature prac- 
tically had to set up State gov- 
ernment from scratch. It is a 
matter of satisfaction to Murray 
that very few of the laws then 
enacted have been abrogated or 
amended since,

T is of Oklahoma’s 

past and his part in it that “Al- 

falfa Bill” thinks and talks as he 
sits in the untidy hotel’ room that 
is now his home, smoking black 
cigars and chewing them, rapping 
out in rounded periods the recol- 
lections and convictions—and sat- 
isfactions—that are his reward. 
Still in possession of his faculties, 
in “The True History of Okla- 
homa” he is writing his will, be- 
queathing these, his only posses- 
sions, to posterity. All that he 
asks is that the light may not 
fail before he has. finished his 
task. There was a time when it 
seemed that all of his history 
would have to be written in dark- 
ness. Much of it was. For two 
years he couldn’t read, 


Day after day he lay. on his 
back thinking of the history he 
helped to make, It was all there 
ig his mind, including most of 
the names and dates; When he 
had a chapter arranged to his 
satisfaction he dictated it to a 
stenographer. Thus his three-vol- 
ume work took form, subject to 
the corrections and revisions he 
would make when, as he hoped, 
his vision might be at least par- 
tially restored, He had the answer 
to his hope when, last June, the 
cataracts were removed and thick 
lenses enabled him to dimly see. 

Viewing his unfinished task, 
“Alfalfa” takes comfort in the 
fact that his ancestors have had 
length of days. His great-great 
grandfather Murray lived to 110. 
His mother’s father was 86 when, 
as a sort of youthful indiscretion, 
he allowed himself to be caught 
out in a snowstorm and took 
pneumonia, which carried him off. 
Bill’s own father lived until he 
was 95. Bill sees no reason to 
doubt that he will live'as long, 
for he has never debauched—ex- 
cept in politics. 

About his writing, it started 
when he was urgéd to do a text- 
book for the schools. “But hell,” 
he snorts, “I didn’t want to deal

with a bunch of damn skinflints 
to have it adopted in the schools, 
so I started in to write my own 
kind of a history—a true history.” 
There are some who expect that 
Murray’s. history will. sizzle and 


‘take the hair off in spots, but he 


says it won’t be harsher than the 
truth, and nobody should ask for 
less than that. Still it may be 
doubted that in the hands of Mur- 
ray the harshness of truth will be 
softened to spare the feelings of 
anybody, particularly the many 
who rate as his political enemies. 
They were the ones who nick- 
named him “Cockleburr Bill.” He 
chuckles over that, It is a safe pre- 
diction that a few cockelburrs will 
be scattered through the pages of 
Murray’s history. It is not without 
relevance that the man turns aside 
to speak slyly of Tallyrand’s defi- 
nition of good coffee: “Coffee must 
be as black as night, as pure as 
an angel, as strong as love, and 
as hot as hell.” 

The history, naturally, will an- 
tedate the statehood of Oklahoma, 
for its. roots are in the time when 
it was the Indian Territory, the 
home of the five civilized tribes. 
It is not to be doubted that in 
what he tells of the relations be- 
tween the white men and the.red 
men, the white men will come out 
second best, for Murray is the In- 
dians’ friend and is proud to say 
that they are his friends, The In- 
dians in politics are different from 
the white men, he says. They find 
out what man is for them and 
then they are for him and nothing 
can shake them. If charges are 
made against their friend they say 
that makes him better.

HE Indians, says Bill, were 
T neppy and prosperous under 

their own rule—‘“they gave us 
about the only civilization we ever 
had. All we've got now is enter- 
prise. We gave them paternalism, 
The papa business didn’t work.” 

It is of the four years when he 
was Governor that Murray has 
mostly written and about which 
he likes best to talk. There had 
been an era of extravagance be- 
fore he took over. The preceding 
Legislature had appropriated $35,- 
000,000 and had created a deficit 
of $700,000. The appropriation in 
the first year of Murray's incum- 
bency was $31,000,000, a saving of 
$3,500,000 effected by economies. 
In his last year the appropriation 
was $21,642,000, which was about 
half of what was appropriated un- 
der his successor. 

The trouble before Murray went 
in was that the revenue wag not 
coming in. About the only tax 
that was being collected wag the 
ad valorem. Murray abolished 
that with a constitutional amend- 
ment. He thinks that the most 
important act of recent years was 
the creation of the State Tax 
Commissien—"“the most nearly 
perfect law ever enacted.” All 
that the present Governor has to 


do, says Murray, is to sit tight 
and keep the crooks out. 

The crooks were in, says Mur- 
ray, when he took charge. He had 
a man doing nothing but finding 
out who was stealing from the 
State. In 1931 and 1932, he says, 
hardly a week passed without this 
man finding somebody stealing. 
Murray had his own way of deal- 
ing with the thieves. He called 
them in and made them pay back 
what they had dishonestly taken 
and didn’t prosecute them, mere- 
ly warning them not to do it

N the constructive side he 
() wires out the toll bridges. It 

took a fight to do that. That 
was one of the times when he 
called out the militia. What was 
more, he went to the scene and 
took personal charge. He picked 
up a photograph which showed 
him with the soldiers at one of 
the bridges. 


“Here’s the bridge war, heh, 
heh,” he chuckled. “That picture 
was published all over Europe. 
They called it Horatio at the 
bridge.” 

There were other things, less 
spectacular but just as useful, 


like bringing oil up from 18 cents™ 


a barrel to a dollar a barrel, and 
preventing a panic by closing the 
banks and liquidating the insol- 
vent ones, That was in January 
and February, 1933. All the banks 
closed except two. They refused. 
“I let a run start on them and 
they were darn glad when the 
militia came.” 

Looking back on what he did, 
Murray is willing to admit that he 
did things in a different way, but 
it was always in the constitutional 
way. That was his advantage. He 
had written the constitution and 
knew what was in it and what 
powers he could exercise under it. 
“Those,” he says, “were the things 
that I did by my own will power 
under constitutional authority.” 

People have an idea that Mur- 
ray has been an office-seeking and 
office-holding man, but he says he 
hasn’t held office. like some oth- 
ers. Including the Constitutional 
Convention before statehood he 
has had only 11 years in office, 
“But in every office I have held, 
I can point to some achievement. 
I would rather have that record 
than to have held office for a life- 
time. Everybody knows that I 
did something in the Constitution- 
al Convention and in the first Leg- 
islature, and certainly as Gover- 
nor. I have never been defeated 
but twice, though I have been 
counted out a few times. I’m sat- 
isfied with my career.” 

Alone now, but not lonely be- 
cause he has work to do, Murray, 
a widower since 1938, looks to his 
four sons to carry on the family 
tradition. On his own since he 
ran away from home at the age of 
12, he considers that hi&S best be- 
quest to his sons is the spirit of

family pride and self-dependence 
that he trained into them. When 
they were young he told them that 
they bore an honorable name and 
that they must never disgrace it. 
Remembering when he had no 
money, he never gave them any, 
though before the South Ame-ican 
venture he was wealthy. 

“IT could have indulged them,” 
he says, ‘but I didn’t want to ruin 
them, If I took them to a show I 
reminded them that they were my 
guests. If one of them asked me 
for money, I said no, but I would 
loan him some. If he didn’t pay 
it back, I would never loan him 
any more. That way I taught 
them thrift and to pay their 


debts.” 
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HE boys, he says, have all done 

well and are filling important 

positions in the world. They do 
not send him money, perhaps re- 
membering what he taught them, 
but they write to him that if he 
needs any to let them know. 

The world, as he looks out upon 
it from his second floor room of 
the hotel, is in a pretty bad fix. 
“World conditions,” he says, “are 
the worst that’ they have been in 
my lifetime. It is going to take 
a lot of patience on the part of the 
people and wisdom on the part of 
the statesmen to straighten it out. 
People like to be told that every- 
thing is going to be fine and the 
goose is going to hang high, but it 
is not going to be like that. Con- 
ditions after this war is won are 
going to be worse than they were 
after the other war. 

“We as a nation cannot straight- 
en out the world. Of all things 
and of most importance, America 
should not unite with the eco- 
nomic, banking and currency and 
fiscal policies of other nations. In 
such policies America should be 
completely isolated, unless we 
want to lower prices and the 
standards of living to the lower 
levels of other nations. High 
prices in America cannot be main- 
tained except by such policies ex- 
ercised alone by our nation. In 
truth it was agreement with such 
policies of other nations that 


caused America’s breakdown. 

“It is just as important for our 
nation to maintain. its own eco- 
nomic and financial policies, inde- 
pendent of other nations, as it is 
for families to maintain their own 
economic and financial policies. 
John Smith can’t mix his finances 
with John Jones. Such union of 
policies would serve the interna- 
tional banking group who buy the 
bonds of nations and the roving 
traders (not importers and export- 
ers) who do not best serve the in- 
terests of the American people. 

x * * 

éé HE one thing to fear is vio- 
T lent inflation, which, in my 
opinion, is inevitable under 
present policies, because these 
policies in one sense are working 
against it but at the same time 
are working for it, or doing things 
that would produce it. Remember, 
you can put a ceiling above prices, 
but the Government cannot put a 

floor under falling values. 

“T am for the administration at 
Washington, as far as it is carry- 
ing on the war and winning it, 
but I am not for the administra- 
tion’s economic plans. Every- 
body knows I am against the New 
Deal. Always it has been consti- 
tutional for the Federal and State 
Governments to help people in 
need, but it was the intention of 
the Constitution to have the Gov- 
ernment assist the states. I am 
not in favor of having the Federal 
Government administer relief, be- 
cause it always results in the em- 
ployment of politicians to keep 
the Government in power.” 

Murray, in the fullness of his 
years, has many opinions on many 
subjects, and they will all be 


, found, set. down in their order, in 


“The True History of Oklahoma.” 
William Henry Murray may pass 
and be forgotten, but it is not an 
idle prediction that he makes in 
the gathering twilight, that a hun- 
dred years from now scholars will 
turn the pages of the book that 
was written by “Alfalfa Bill.”

At the same time 
it is true that the Wacs fell far 
short of their 150,000 goal, 

It is also true that most Wacs 
like their uniform, even the hat. 
What’s more, they defend it pas- 
sionately and resent civilian criti- 
cism of it. Recruiting officers 
maintain that girls interested in 
joining the service are not decided 
by the uniform; those to whom a 
hat would be a deciding factor 
are not the type the women’s 
services, with a job to do, want 
anyway. 

Just the same, recent comment, 
especially congressional comment, 
has started the girls thinking. A 
suryey conducted in Denver among 
Wacs showed that most of the 
hundreds interviewed agreed their 
uniform could use considerably 
more dash and some extra flair 


that would catch the male eye™ 


more readily. 

Senator Edwin C. Johnson of 
Colorado says bluntly: “I don’t 
mind the color too much, though I 
don’t think it’s anything in the 
way of decoration, and the _ uni- 
form itself isn’t too bad—it’s those 
horrible Stonewall Jackson looking 
hats that I can’t bear. Change 
the hats and it will change the 
whole effect. You know it’s easy 
to go from the sublime to the 
ridiculous and vice versa by way 
of a sev 

“There’s no need of making a 
Wac look like a man, That’s not 
necessary at all. We want our 
men to look like men, but we 
don’t want our women to look like 
men even if they are in the 
Army.”

HE Wave and Spar uniforms 

(identical except for insignia) 

make an immediate appeal be- 
cause they were designed by Main- 
bocher and because they are 
softer, more dramatic in color. 
The Marine uniforms for women 
can boast of a bright red cord on 
a soft-line hat and of an eye-fill- 
ing scarlet scarf. Yet all of the 
services agree on the basic prin- 
ciples of fit and personal attrac- 
tiveness, 

For instance, a girl in the Wom- 
en’s Army Corps is not permitted 
to wear a boyish bob because she 
would not look feminine enough. 
A girl in the Marines must, ac- 
cording to regulation, wear one of 
two well-known brands of lipstick 
because they have shades that 
match the red on the hat.

-—and some people would add, “de- 
spite the uniform.”

HEN the first national 
W call for volunteers for the 
Waacs was made in May, 
1942, recruiting offices were 
overwhelmed with 13,208 appli- 
cations the first day, over half 
of the original quota of 25,000. 
Today, more than a year and a 
half later, Col. Oveta Culp Hob- 
by has only about 70,000 in serv- 
ice, although the quota had long 
since been raised to 150,000. 
Most serious blow came when 
Waacs became Wacs, a part 
of the regular Army, and 14,- 
950 members seized the oppor- 
tunity given them to resign. 
Although Col. Hobby has 
termed “not bad” the number 
of women who have volun- 
teered for Army service, the 
truth is that American women 
have a poor record in compar- 
ison with those of Canada, 
Britain and Russia. Eniist- 
ment in all armed services— 
including the various nursing 
corps—for women in the Unit- 
ed States, according to latest 
available figures, totals only 


Facts About the Wacs 


172,822, out of a population of 
nearly 50 million- women, or 
about one woman in every 300. 

Canada, with a population of 
only four million women, can 
point to 31,367 women in serv- 
ice (or one out of every 150). 
In Britain, where there is na- 
tional conscription, 7,750,000 
women out of a possible 8,670,- 
000 have full-time war jobs, 
with at least 2,500,000 of them 
in military service. In Russia, 
some sort of war work is prac- 
tically universal among the 
female population. 

The failure of women to join 
the Wacs in: sufficient num- 
bers probably lies somewhere 
in the following excuses of- 
fered.: the hours are long, the 
pay poor; men don’t “go” for 
women in uniform; many wom-

‘Decline of Music’

N a lecture given recently at 

New York's “Town Hall,” Sir 

Tpomas Beecham adverted to 
one of his favorite themes, “The 
Decline of Music.” Unlike many 
of his public utterances it was 
pretty sober stuff. He was not 
trying to raise the dust or shock 
the old ladies this time; he was 
calling attention to a serious, and 
perhaps a fatal, weakness in the 
structure of our musical life. 

This weakness exists, in his 
opinion, despite the fact that more 
people are listening to music to-) 
day than ever before in the 
world’s history and that musical 
organizations are growing much 
more numerous in many coun- 
tries. It is not a weakness related 
in any way to popular apprecia- 
tion nor is it concerned primarily 
with the execution gt music. It is 
a failure at the sou 

“When I was a child in the late 
eighties or nineties,” said Sir 
Thomas, “hardly a week went by 
when we did not have an opera 
by Massenet, Gounod or a volume 
of songs from Grieg, a sonata or 
piece from Brahms, other works 
from Dvorak and a dozen more 
composers of genius. With the 
twentieth century there comes, or 
begins to come, a pause to this 


activity.” 
a=: = 


THERE WAS NO PAUSE in 
the gross amount of music being 
produced, but in the amount that 
had the spark of indefinite sur- 
vival. Sir Thomas spoke not only 
as a musician, but as an impresa- 
rio, and what he had to say pro- 
ceeded from conviction based on 
long experience. And so: 

“The creative current of the 
world of music is running dry. 
That is what I mean by ‘the de- 
cline of music.’ It has nothing to 
do with the performance of it, but 
there is a relation between the two. 
That relationship I will put inthe 
form of a question, a question 
that haunts my brain daily and 
has done so for 20 years: ‘Should 
this living current run dry, abso- 
lutely, how much longer will re- 
main the executive machine in its 
present state of virtue? How 
much longer will it remain to 
carry on the performance of an 
art which has to rely almost en- 
tirely upon the past? The history 
of art, if read with a little care, 
tells us that with the decline of 
the creative force there also de- 
clines the executive complement 
to se 

ee ee 

NOT EVERYBODY will share 
all of Sir Thomas’ black opinions. 
Modern composers have their 
champions, some of whom will 
contend perhaps that the outstand- 
ing works of today have a vitality 
that will only be felt when their 
language has become a little more 
familiar. Most musical observers 
will admit, however, that the first 
40 years of the twentieth cen- 
tury even though they include 
Stravinsky, Debussy, auss and 
Sibelius, cannot be compared for 
creative power with the last 40 
years of the nineteenth. Undoubt- 
edly we have run into a pause and 
the significant creative vitality of 
the musical world is at an alarm- 
ingly low ebb. 

Is this a mere lull? If so what 
will bring about a revival? 
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SIR THOMAS HAS HIS expla- 
nation for this decline which in 
turn suggests a remedy. “If you 
examine the lives of nearly all 
the great musicians,” he said, “the 
circles in which they lived and 
their own personalities and men- 
talities, there are two convictions 
that one must form. Bach, Han- 
del, Beethoven and other great 
composers of their time—every 
one of them to begin with, had 
an intense religious conviction. | 
They were all men, to use a horrid 
word, of profound religiosity. 
There is no question about it. 
Handel adjures the supreme 
powers on every occasion he can 
conveniently bring them in. Beet- 
hoven ended every composition 
with an expression of thanks to 
the Almighty. ... 

“Another thing that must strike 
one about al] the great composers 
is their almost comparative ab- 
sence of what nowadays will be 
called intellectuallity. They were 
people who really never seemed to 
think at all as modern musicians 
did. And why should they? It 
is quite right that musicians 
should not think. The fact is that 
when musicians begin to think, 
they go wrong.”

IN SHORT, LACK OF faith and 
intellectual self-consciousness are 
the diseases which have dissi- 
pated the creative strength of 
modern musicians. Ag a result 
we live in an age in which there 
is a growing demand and a di- 
minishing supply. And Sir Thomas 
can see no way out of it but a 
return to an earlier state of feel- 


ing and thinking on this sub- 
ject on the part of both public 
and musicians, 

Musical creators must not only 
be creatures of deep faith; they 
must scorn the ordinary ways of 
non-creative folk. Nobody should 
expect them to be good dinner 
companions or dependable citizens 
in a workaday world. They must 
keep themselves apart from the 
a complexities of modern 

e. 

“Therefore” said Sir Thomas, “I 
am going to suggest that all mu- 
sicians should look upon them- 
selves as the representatives of a 
cult, missionaries once more, fight- 
ing for the preservation of a great 
art and accommodating their 
lives, their habits and their think- 
ing to the accomplishment of 
what is a universally necessary 
task—the preservation and the ad- 
vancement and the rescue of the 
great art of music.”

Gay 90s Girl 


Great Names of Past 


Among Her Souvenirs 
By Jack Balch 


ENNIE MADDEN, who can make a little girl’s big muscle 

as quick as anybody, claims she has dressed “more people 

im her time than dill pickles have brothers.” How old that 
makes her she won't say, “But I will tell you this, young man, 
that I dressed the late John Barry- 
more in 1905.” Then she told me she’d 
started out in the business of dressing 
people by dressing the charming 
young things ‘of the Floradora Sex- 
tette companies in 1900, when she had 
been about 19, she thought. “So figure 
it.out for yourself, but I hope you can’t 
add.” And she immediately hurried 
on, in order to get my mind off the 
subject of age as she quite candidly 
admitted, to give me names of other 
notables she has dressed. These in- 
cluded Mary Pickford (“I always 


called her Little Mary, by her own 
request), Mary Garden, Maxine

Every woman he ever met had some reason for ador- 
ing him, and I had mine.” I asked her what that reason had 
been.

LEVEN s of devoted service to the Democratic party has 
F suddenly brought, within a few months, nation-wide recog- 
nition for Robert E. Hannegan, St. Louis politician and former 
football star. When first considered by leaders for the va- 
cant office of National Committee chairman, Hannegan is known 
te have refused. President Roosevelt then placed the a 
approval on the recommendation of top party leaders to draft him. 
His refusal followed close upon the heels of his recent ap- 
pointment as Commissioner of Internal Revenue and was based, 
it is believed, on his desire to stay out PA ay ap and devote his 
full efforts to the job of commissioner. There is some ground for 
speculation that he had tasted the bitter fruits of politics in 1941 
when as a partner in the Dickmann-Hannegan machine, his party 
lost the mayoralty election following the notorious Missouri 
“governorship steal.” 

Hannegan, a hard-working, close mouthed, efficient adminis- 
trator, played football at St. Louis University, was a lifeguard and 
won a law d in 1925. His political activity began in 1933 as 
a Democratic City Committeeman for the Twenty-first Ward. He 
was the city’s lobbyist at the 1935 State legislative session, and 
received the appointment: of Collector of Internal Revenue for 
Eastern Missouri in 1942. Hannegan’s wife and four children live 
at 34 Washington terrace, :
